Some Recommended Films 
by Richard Linklater 

Slacker (1991): If you have lived in Austin any length of time and 
have not yet watched Slacker, probably nothing I’m going to say is 
going to change your mind. 

Dazed and Confused (1993): When I first saw Dazed and Confused, 
I felt that it was in American Graffiti country, even though I thought 
some people might argue that statement was going way too far. 
Rightly regarded as one of the classics of American cinema (and my 
favorite George Lucas film), Graffiti had always seemed the defini- 
tive portrait of that time when, after graduating high school, one’s 
adolescent self accelerates the uneasy but unavoidable transition 
to adulthood. After that early viewing, I thought Dazed might be 
its generation’s Graffiti. My appreciation of Dazed has only grown 
every time I’ve watched it, to the point where I’ve now come to 
regard Graffiti as its generation’s Dazed and Confused, though not 
nearly as mature, ambitious, or sophisticated. 

The School of Rock (2003): Maybe Linklater’s most mainstream 
film, it’s still subversive on its own terms. If nothing else, unlike 
all too many Industry films about rock & roll, School gets it 
right. Even if this were not evident throughout the film, 
when Jack Black lays out the rock family tree with chalk 
on a blackboard, the logic, relationships, and chronolo- 
gies really work and make complete sense. Inspired 
and inspiring, it is a terrific film. Recently, I revealed 
to Linklater that, despite my ever-growing fascination 
with Nickelodeon’s iCarly series, I had not realized 
it stars Miranda Cosgrove, so brilliant in The School of 
Rock, until that fact was pointed out to me. Even before 
I launched into an explanation of how fascinating I find the 
character of Samantha “Sam” Puckett (Jennette McCurdy, Carly’s 
best friend and co-host), I realized that clearly I was diving off a 
deep end yet again. By no means for the first time in the decades 
we’ve known each other, Linklater was looking askance at my 
rapture. I shut up. 

Before Sunset (2004): When dealing with love/sex/affection, too 
often Hollywood films buy into the mythic, offering two main vari- 
ants. The more positive ones present romance as transcendent, 
with the lovers being more fantastic ideals than humans. The much 
darker “serious” films that deal with romance (those that receive 
critical praise and win awards) most often indulge in the now half- 
century-old Hollywood genre of dollar-store realism, conveying a 
convenient fatalism by which love leads only to disappointment, 
doom, and despair. There are a handful of films that take the myth 
to its celestial glory but then go back to earth, where the characters

go from being beyond real to just being people. Among these 
are Last Tango in Paris, The Palm Beach Story, In a Lonely Place, 
and Linklater’s Before Sunset. 

Me and Orson Welles (2009): Of course. 

Some Recommended Films of Orson Welles 

Citizen Kane (1941): As with the comments above on 
Slacker, if you haven’t yet seen this film, nothing I’m going to 
say will probably change your mind. The first time I watched 
it, I was looking for the reputation and not seeing the film. The 
next time was unexpected, so I just watched the movie that 
was on the screen. As far as I’m concerned, a great work of 
culture is somewhat different every time you encounter it; this 
is certainly true of Kane. Remarkably, the film Welles made at 
25 is an old person’s film, an end-of-career-and-life meditation. 
Maybe that’s why he found it so difficult to follow it up. 

The Lady From Shanghai (1947): Directed and starring an 
impossibly young Welles, who appears even more fresh-faced 
than in Kane, it’s a terrific mystery with brilliant performances 
(Rita Hayworth, Everett Sloane, Welles) and a justifiably leg- 
endary climax. 

The Third Man (1949): In this chillingly brilliant post-war 
film, directed by Carol Reed, Welles amply demonstrates that 
even if he had never become “Orson Welles,” he still would 
have been one of the most respected actors of his generation. 

Touch of Evil (1958): Welles gone to fat and ugly in every 
possible way - spiritually, physically, morally - and so com- 
pletely that his role in the film is a metaphor for how I’ve felt 
on some of the worst mornings of my life. To say that in his 
role as police captain Hank Quinlan he is the villain of the 
piece actually understates the brilliance of his performance, 
which seeps out of the film. Marlene Dietrich, playing Tanya 
the fortuneteller, responds to Quinlan when he asks her to read 
his fortune, “You haven’t got any.” When he asks her what she 
means, she answers: 

“Your future is used up.”

Regarding Afghanistan: I envy those who are certain of what 
needs to be done there, regardless of what they think that is 
exactly. The certainty of all is admirable, from those who insist 
we must unilaterally withdraw immediately to folks who feel 
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that we should withdraw as many troops as possible 
(though not all) to those who follow the president in feel- 
ing we must send additional troops in order to stabilize 
the Afghan government before leaving. The only opinion 
I’d insist that is absolutely wrong is that we have to stay 
until we achieve victory. Whatever “victory” may be (I 
have no idea), it isn’t going to be achieved. 

The major problem with invading a foreign country espe- 
cially one not contiguous with one’s own and when there is 
no exit strategy is not getting in, but getting out. Going into 
Afghanistan was not a “necessary” invasion, nor was it ever 
a “just” war. It was amazingly stupid, though not quite as 
much so as the so-far-beyond-just-stupid invasion of Iraq. 
There is no safe, logical, or easy way to exit the country. 

Since I lack that sense of firm ground that others are 
secure upon, it seems to me that the biggest issue facing 
us is not just that of ending the conflicts in Afghanistan 
and Iraq immediately. Rather, it is to try to stack the deck 
so we never repeat this stupidity again - to leave in such 
a way as to engrave itself in the history and on the con- 
sciousness of the American people so we never go to war 
this unnecessarily and moronically again. Admittedly, I 
thought our tragic excursion in Vietnam had brought that 
one home for all time. I forgot the myopic sense of history 
and unrealistic nationalist bravado of the war lovers. In a 
way that makes tying one’s sense of machismo and ego to 
the performance of a college or professional football team 
seem like a Little League allegiance, there are those who, 
deep in their souls, believe might makes right and that 
military victory is not just possible but necessary. 

Those who love themselves as much as they love war 
seem to be without any personal doubt. Witness Karl Rove, 
without a hint of irony, stating that while it took Obama 


80 days or so to make up his wishy-washy mind, the Bush 
administration successfully invaded Afghanistan in 55 days. 
If anyone wants to make the case that you can still be fighting 
a war years later that you’ve already won, I’d love to hear it. 

The only thing I know is that the Afghanistan situation 
breaks my heart, and I really thank God that the future 
of what happens there is not my personal decision. It 
seems to me impossible to unequivocally state that there 
is only one choice that will allow us to leave in a way that 
will cost the fewest lives, provide any degree of safety for 
the Afghan people, assure even a hint of stability in the 
government, and leave this country in the position that 
makes it least likely that we will engage in any kind of 
invasion anywhere ever again. 

Keep in mind that between 70% and 80% of Americans 
supported the invasion of Iraq. And forget the notion this 
was because they all truly believed Hussein had weapons 
of mass destruction. After 9/11, in order to get rid of this 
country’s feeling of impotence, the administration could 
have presented its sad fist of truly cockeyed reasons we 
needed to invade, and even if weapons of mass destruction 
were not on the fist, the people would have bought it. 

But I don’t know what to do. I admire those who do. 
My confusion in and of itself is not an admirable state, 
though it might accurately indicate the quality of the 
possible choices. As soon as Afghanistan was invaded, 
this country was up the creek without a paddle, doomed 
to failure in that anything we subsequently did would be 
wrong. This was made much worse by the Bush adminis- 
tration’s lack of concentration on Afghanistan, its failure 
to work on creating a representative government while 
also repairing and improving the infrastructure. Instead, 
it was on to Iraq. ■

Do you want your candidates to be free from the 
need and fear of special interests and to spend their 
time focusing on the public’s business, not fundrais- 
ing? The Fair Elections Now Act (House Resolution 
1826) would create publicly funded campaigns to 
help neutralize the influence of special interests in 
manipulating public policy. So far there are 110 co- 
sponsors, including Rep. John Larson, chairman of 
the House Democratic Caucus, and Rep. Chris Van 
Hollen, chairman of the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee, but only six of the 32 Texas 
congresspeople signed on. Channel your outrage 
at special interests into doing something about it. 
Take a few minutes to call your congressman, and 
ask your friends to do the same.

POLLUTED AUSTIN MUNICIPAL WATER 

Dear Editor, 

You can avoid drinking the polluted Austin munici- 
pal water by creating your own drinking water sup- 
ply. You can buy a dehumidifier (free of lead solder 
in condenser area) to collect water from the air 
and then run the water through a water purifier to 
remove airborne solids and dehumidifier impurities. 
Another method is to collect rainwater in food-safe 


cisterns and again purify the water using a water 
filter, but this method is reliant on regular rainfall. 
Both methods will provide a drinking water supply 
free from fluoride, heavy metals (like barium, which 
exists in the Austin water supply), prescription 
drugs, and hormones.

THE FRAUD OF FLUORIDATION IN 1985

Re: “Fluoride Throwdown!” [Newsdesk blog, 
Dec. 2]: The Environmental Protection Agency 
discovered in 1985 the fraud of fluoridation.

The EPA union scientists did the math, 
and risk for high-use persons and susceptible 
persons and the correct science goal is zero, 
exactly the same as other cumulative toxins 
arsenic and lead. These are the top contami- 
nates of the fluoridation product. Phosphate 
mines, smokestacks, and pollution scrubbers’ 
contaminated toxic sludge is used unpro- 
cessed. No government agency ever has even 
attempted chronic ingested benefit or safety 
studies. Not one. The health department will 
claim thousands of studies, but ask for one 
and it will walk away from the bluff. American 
Water Works Association’s b703-06 is the 
product, and p.12 is the specification sheet 
with a full page of deadly contaminates. Many 
are radioactive as the mines also used to pro- 
duce uranium from seven recovery units with 
the last closing in 1998. All this uranium is 


left in the products unmentioned to the public. 
The Atomic Energy Commission mine records 
show this data. Fluoride Action Network has 
several documented stories with all the proof 
and pictures for those who prefer denial. Most 
review panels just cut and paste Centers 
for Disease Control and American Dental 
Association public relations puff, which lacks 
any science and very little truth. Listen to Bill 
Kiel, Ph.D., who actually has researched the 
science and has a PowerPoint showing peer- 
reviewed current science. The International 
Academy of Oral Medicine and Toxicology has 
a detailed science-based fluoridation policy, as 
another reader mentioned. It beats anything 
the health department will ever say. Go to Kiel, 
please, for the real science. Have a debate 


between Kiel and the health department. The 
last thing the health department wants is open 
debate with real science. Its staff members 
are cut-and-paste experts only, or they do OK 
at listing endorsements.

Kay 
Bailey Hutchison signed the paperwork for the 
GOP face-off. 

A team of liberal and conservative Democrats 
hammered out a rough bargain in the U.S.

when a House is Not a Home 

Workers and homeowners seek justice from home builders

One sign that the housing market is still in pretty 
bad shape is that when protesters show up at a home 
builder’s office doorstep - it’s no longer there. That’s 
what happened Monday for a group of union activ- 
ists who wanted to send a message to Centex Homes, 
heretofore locally headquartered out on Highway 
183 North. At least, that’s where it was until last 
weekend, when the company’s recent merger with 
Michigan-based Pulte Homes resulted in the 
closing of the Austin administration office. 

Centex management has scurried back to 
Dallas - layoffs and consolidation con- 
tinue under the Pulte Homes umbrella, 
now the biggest national home builder 
after the August $1.4 billion stock deal. 

The protesters - folks from the nation- 
al Laborers’ International Union of North 
America as well as the Austin-based Workers 
Defense Project - were hoping to demand that Centex 
take responsibility for paying some construction work- 
ers who have been stiffed by Centex subcontractors. At 
the last minute, the protest was shifted to a nearby sales 
office, on the development site where the work actually 
occurred - surprise, no response from Centex. 

It was pretty much the same story the next day in 
Dallas, where the Alliance for Home Buyer Justice 
campaign took its national pilgrimage to the Centex 
headquarters there (now a subsidiary of Pulte), 


demanding that the company “take responsibility” 
for its role in the national financial crisis. Reportedly, 
the group chanted outside the building, inflated a pig 
balloon, and then marched into the Centex offices 
- where they were quickly escorted out again by 
security cops. But maybe, just maybe, they planted a 
small public seed of doubt about the roles that huge 
corporate builders now play in the national hous- 
ing market.

Baiting the Gorilla 




The actions were all part of LIUNA’s 
Build America So America Works tour 
that began in Los Angeles Dec. 1 and 
runs through 10 cities in all, ending 
next week at Pulte’s national headquarters 
outside Detroit, in Bloomfield Hills, Mich. 

The union, which claims 500,000 members 
nationally, has put together a coalition of workers, 
homeowners’ associations, and other groups to press 
the industry to make changes in its building, market- 
ing, and employment practices. They’ve targeted Pulte 
as what the business press now calls the “800-pound 
gorilla” in the new homes market - the Centex merger, 
while smaller companies have been declaring bank- 
ruptcy, suggests Pulte is trying to weather the economic 
storm by expansion and forging a larger market share.

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> ALLEGED BIKE THIEF ACCOMPLICE EXONERATED Late last month, 

Travis County prosecutors dropped all charges against Layne 
Severson, the woman police accused of conspiring with local bike thief 
James Clayton to sell stolen parts on the Internet. Clayton, who 
befriended local bicyclists and then stole their high-end bikes and equip- 
ment, was arrested in February. Police found more than $60,000 worth 
of stolen bikes and gear in his North Austin home and a storage unit. 
They later charged Severson, his then-girlfriend, with felony money laun- 
dering, saying her PayPal account was used to sell some of the items. 
“As it shook out, they couldn’t prove anything,” said Rip Collins, 
Severson’s attorney. “She always took the position that she was not 
guilty of the money laundering. She never denied that her PayPal was 
used ... that her boyfriend used those accounts. At the same time, she 
took the position that she didn’t know the items were stolen.” Clayton 
pled guilty May 14 in Travis County District Court and agreed to a plea 
bargain of four years in state prison. At his sentencing, he told the 
judge that Severson was innocent and had no knowledge of the thefts. 
“He was going to testify in her defense,” Collins said. Prosecutors could 
not be reached for comment. - Rob D’Amico 

> ONE PLEDGE UNDER GOD Attorney General Greg Abbott is still work- 

ing hard on behalf of Texas schoolchildren by defending the state’s addi- 
tion of the phrase “under God” to the Texas pledge. The wording was 
added by state lawmakers in 2007, and a couple from Dallas promptly 
sued, on behalf of their children, arguing that the phrase violates the 
First Amendment’s Establishment Clause. Earlier this year a federal 
district judge disagreed, and the plaintiffs appealed to the 5th U.S. Court 
of Appeals (where, it would seem, they’re unlikely to get a different 
result). On Dec. 2, Abbott filed a brief with the appeals court defending 
the pledge, arguing that it isn’t really about religion but about a “patriotic 
acknowledgment of religion,” which is constitutional, he wrote. “Virtually 
every court to have addressed the issue, whether squarely or in passing, 
has concluded that the U.S. Pledge” (which, of course, also includes the 
phrase) “does not violate the ... Constitution.” And, he argues, the same 
should apply to Texas’ pledge. - Jordan Smith 

> SOLID WASTE SERVICES: ONWARD AND UPWARD 

Environmentalists are applauding the selection of Robert Gedert as 
the new chief of the city’s Solid Waste Services Department. Prior 
to his current post as executive director of the nonprofit California 
Resource Recovery Association, Gedert was chief of recycling opera- 
tions for the city of Fresno, Calif. In a press release, Austin City 
Manager Marc Ott noted that Gedert also “designed and operated 
several material recovery facilities (MRFs) in Ohio in the cities of 
Cincinnati, Hillsboro and St. Mary’s.” That experience is vital because 
one of Gedert’s first big projects will be overseeing the development 
of a local MRF for Austin’s recyclable waste. Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission Vice Chair Rick Cofer said, “I think the best compliment I 
can pay is that Bob Gedert will do for Solid Waste what Roger Duncan 
has done for Austin Energy, which is bring it into the 21st century and 
make it a leader, not just in Texas or the country, but the entire world.” 
Gedert will take charge of SWS, complete with its 398 employees and 
$66 million annual budget, on Feb. 1, 2010. - Richard Whittaker 

> NEW APD ASSISTANT CHIEF Veteran Austin Police Officer Sean 

Mannix has been tapped to join Chief Art Acevedo and the rest of 
his administrative cadre on the fifth floor of APD’s Downtown head- 
quarters. Mannix, who most recently served as commander over 
the organized crime division, takes over for retiring Assistant Chief 
Sam Holt. Mannix will oversee patrol operations in East Austin, 
the activities of the organized crime division, and the department’s 
forensics operations. - J.S. 




IT AIN’T XMAS YET 

Plenty of unfinished, business on the rail line to the holidays

Amid the holiday parties, the frigid winter weather, and 
the massive tree rising in the foyer at City Hall, do you 
think anyone’s mind is totally trained on pending duties at 
301 W. Second, and not, say, visions of sugarplums? 

Believe it or not, there’s plenty of unfinished business at 
hand before the City Council scurries off into the winter 
wonderland like a gaggle of overcaffeinated elves. Today 
(Thursday, Dec. 10) is the penultimate meeting of the year, 
and there are some ambitious proposals that will affect 
land use in Austin for many a winter to come. 

Council Member Chris Riley’s most substantial initiative 
to date (Item 42) designates the corridor of Airport 
Boulevard from North Lamar to the Mueller development 
as a testing ground for “form-based code” zoning, which 
essentially shifts regulation from a focus on traditional 
land-use zoning to specific form standards that entail 
walkability, neighborhood compatibility, and similar 
anti-sprawl tenets of New Urbanism. The Airport 
Boulevard undertaking is conceived as a pilot 
program for future code-based projects, 
stretching between Mueller and commuter-rail 
destination Midtown Commons (with Highland 
Mall, Travis County’s northern campus, and 
several shuttered storefronts in between). 

There’s plenty of potential - as long as the 
existing businesses and restaurants that make 
Airport a bastion of authentic Austin “weirdness” 
don’t get lost in the redevelopment shuffle. (Don’t touch 
Tamale House - or Burger Tex, or I Luv Video ... - or the 
Chronicle offices might grind to a chorizoless halt.) 

Another master-planning matter before council is urban 
rail, still a priority for Mayor Lee Leffingwell, who’s spo- 
ken of his willingness to hold a transportation bond elec- 
tion in late 2010. The council receives a 10:30am update 
on the city’s plans for urban rail, including potential funding 
mechanisms. To that end, a separate item (Item 7) autho- 
rizes a $1 million contract to develop an “Austin Urban Rail 
Preliminary Engineering Study” to get the project moving. 
The study calls for “identification of right-of-way, engineering 
analysis, project costs and staging plan for construction,” 
and is but one of 10 components of the due-diligence 
requirements related to rail. (Here’s an 11th point: Thanks 
to Cap Metro’s commuter conundrums, don’t call it “rail.”) 
Rounding out the train triptych, Monday, Dec. 14, the city’s 
Transportation Department is hosting an Urban Rail Open 
House, 10am-2pm at City Hall.

Elsewhere amid the land-use tableaux, Laura 
Morrison has two zoning motions of her own. Item 43 - 
per the request of the Southwood Neighborhood 
Association, bounded by Ben White (north), Stassney/ 
Williamson Creek (south), South First (east), and 
Manchaca (west) - directs the city manager to work with 
the SNA and surrounding neighborhoods in extending the 
McMansion home/lot size restrictions to their southside 
hoods. Item 44 addresses the University Neighborhood 
Overlay zoning district - i.e. , the zoning that turned West 
Campus into Condo University - reworking meager UNO 
development fees earmarked for affordable housing and 
allowing for an “annual adjustment to reflect current 
market conditions.” 

But while council turns an eye to the land use of 
tomorrow, it’s a trek through the past that preoccu- 
pies most of this week’s lengthy zoning agen- 
da. A whopping 20-plus items come up 
requesting historic landmark zoning, 
many over the Shoal Creek Watershed in 
central West Austin. On the more modern 
side, zoning approval for a proposed “eco- 
hotel” at Fifth and Colorado comes before 
council (Item 52), despite applicants 
Austin Hotel Holdings’ inability to earn a 
recommendation from the Planning Commission. 

The commission split 4-4 on whether to recom- 
mend the project, with the neighborhood-friendly bloc 
of Danette Chimenti, Mandy Dealey, Saundra Kirk, 
and Kathy Tovo saying nay, brandishing the cudgel of 
greater affordable housing contributions as reason 
for their votes. 

And lastly, would it be the holiday season without a 
present nestled under the tree? Tuesday, the city 
unwrapped its new hire to head the evolving Solid Waste 
Services department: Robert Gedert. He comes to 
Austin most recently as head of the California Resource 
Recovery Association, a nonprofit devoted to recycling 
and reuse. He’ll have a challenge in turning over the 
compost pile that is SWS; the department has struggled 
to keep pace both with conservation-minded changes, like 
the goal of becoming a zero-waste city, and with the need 
for a materials recovery facility, the lack of which locked 
Austin into a costly recycling contract with Greenstar 
North America. ■

More specifically, the campaign charges: 
“With subprime and exotic mortgages, Pulte 
victimized homebuyers. With its employ- 
ment practices, Pulte victimized its workers. 
Pulte made record profits off the crisis, and 
even now, the multi-billion dollar corpora- 
tion is taking $450 million in taxpayer- 
funded bailouts.” Pulte has rejected LIUNA’s 
claims, dismissing them as simply the rheto- 
ric fueling a nationwide union organizing 
campaign. A St. Louis Pulte subsidiary has 
sued the union after a protest there, charging 
physical harassment and violation of labor 
laws. (St. Louis is the Thursday stop on this 
week’s campaign.) 

Building a Bigger Bubble 

What’s most striking about the campaign 
is its fledgling attempt to forge an alliance 
between construction workers, often at the 
bottom of the industrial labor chain, and new 
homebuyers, generally much more affluent 
and arguably even on the other side of the 
economic tug-of-war - boosting labor costs 
on the construction end inevitably means 
higher prices on the consumer side. That 
inherent tension was evident Monday night 
in the closing event at a Downtown hotel 
(attended mostly by tour participants), where 
a large panel of speakers juxtaposed hom- 
eowners’ associations and lobbying groups 
with Hispanic construction workers. The 
common interest, the speakers argued, was 
to reform the home building industry to 
achieve: 1) fairer labor practices; 2) afford- 
able, sustainable, and independent mortgage 
policies; 3) sound construction and defect 
standards; and 4) sustainable, public-interest 
development policies that serve the whole 
community interest, not just the companies’ 
and stockholders’ bottom line. 

It’s a sizable and complex menu, and 
when asked what they are hoping to accom- 
plish in specific terms, the speakers most 
often cited “getting home builders to accept 
accountability” as a catch-all for a whole 
range of changes that would vary from state 
to state - most lamentably in Texas, where 
consumer protections are so poor the hom- 
eowners’ lobby cites as its most important 


recent victory the Lege decision to abolish 
the agency supposedly created to protect 
homebuyers’ interests. The Texas Resident- 
ial Construction Commission was so hope- 
lessly compromised by industry influence 
that the fiction of public interest couldn’t 
be sustained. (Labor protections in Texas, of 
course, are essentially nonexistent.) 

Monday night’s anecdotal testimony ranged 
from construction workers denied their lawful 
wages to self-described “upscale” homeown- 
ers complaining that their wealthy subdivi- 
sions were being financially undermined by 
cheaper homes on smaller lots - not necessar- 
ily people in the same social action universe. 
(Pulte and Centex actually got off fairly easy; 
the evening’s most popular whipping boy 
was KB Homes.) Most illuminating was the 
information that the biggest home builders 
have essentially been transformed into huge 
financing companies, managing every aspect 
of the initial purchase, padding the loan deals 
with fees and restrictions - and then remar- 
keting the often-subprime loans as “mortgage 
securities” to third parties, thereby washing 
their hands of the construction transaction 
and also contributing their enormous share to 
the instability of the financial markets. 

When the housing bubble inevitably burst, 
the homeowners and workers at the bottom 
were left holding the rubble, and major players 
like Pulte are now buying up the remaining 
pieces for the next expansionist real estate 
cycle. The most stunning story was out of 
Buckeye, Ariz. - the president of a homeown- 
ers’ association there said that of 31 1 homes in 
his development, more than 150 are foreclosed 
or abandoned. That’s a dire story no doubt 
repeated across the country, and it’s difficult 
to imagine a fix that doesn’t involve massive, 
federally subsidized refinancing of those mort- 
gages to restabilize those communities. 

Oh, wait - that’s why we gave the banks all 
that bailout money. So they could reinvest in 
our communities and stave off financial col- 
lapse. Of course, from their perspective and 
that of the home building/financing giants, 
one man’s collapse is another man’s - or 
corporation’s - opportunity. ■

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Guv's Race Shuffle White’s in, Gilbert’s out ... 
and Shami’s rich! 



Republican Gov. Rick Perry may have been the first guber- 
natorial hopeful to file his paperwork for the 2010 election, 
but the Democratic primary dominated the weekend news 
cycle as Houston Mayor Bill White switched his aspirations 
from the U.S. Senate to the governor’s race. 

The buzz preceded White’s Friday, Dec. 4, midday 
announcement - either he would stay in the Senate race, 
meaning a brutal primary with former Comptroller John 
Sharp when and if Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison finally 
stepped down, or he would move to the governor’s race, 
becoming the default favorite to face the GOP nominee next 
November. Indeed, speculation had been rife about a switch 
since well before former Ambassador Tom Schieffer with- 
drew from the Democratic governor primary and implored 
White to take his place. Laying out his candidacy as a con- 
sensus-builder and taking some implicit potshots at Perry, 
White said: “I don’t have the polish of career politicians. But 
as a businessman and mayor, I know how to be accountable 
for results, not just rhetoric.” 

As White got in, Democrat and rancher Hank Gilbert 
announced he was pulling out of that race to mount his 
second challenge to Republican Agriculture Commissioner 
Todd Staples. It was the announcement that many Gilbert 
supporters had hoped for. Back in September, Gilbert had 
said he only filed for governor because he “got to looking 
at the candidates on both sides, and nobody just really 
stood out.” When Schieffer first stepped aside, seemingly 
leaving political newcomer and hair-care tycoon Farouk 
Shami as the temporary front-runner, Gilbert said he would 
take his campaign to “an honorable conclusion,” and he 
used the same phrase to explain this new shift. While he 
claimed that “no outside factors have influenced my deci- 
sion,” he also said that “there are now two people seeking 
the support of Democrats who can continue this fight to 


victory and allow me to return to the race for agri- 
culture commissioner.” 

What surprised many observers was Gilbert’s deci- 
sion to endorse Shami over White. While arguing 
that “the ideas and people I fought for are the same 
ideas and people Farouk will fight for,” Gilbert added 
a personal component, saying White “gave me his 
word” that he wasn’t going to switch to the gover- 
nor’s race. The endorsement also signaled a rever- s 
sal of Gilbert’s earlier position that Shami is just = 
another proponent of the misguided “government as | 
business” approach (that criticism, along with the < 
entirety of Gilbert’s opposition research website the - 
Scoop, was gone by Sunday). Shami’s response? He 
said he was “deeply honored” by Gilbert’s endorsement and 
announced the opening of four regional campaign offices - 
shortly after firing four of his senior campaign staffers. 

Gilbert’s withdrawal leaves another big question mark, this 
time over the candidacy of novelist Kinky Friedman. Having 
run for guv as an independent in 2006, only to be widely con- 
demned as a spoiler for Democrat Chris Bell, his plan to run as 
a Dem in 2010 has seemingly stalled. Early this week, 

Friedman was hanging fire; his campaign announced that, while 
there is no firm decision on his plans, he wants to meet with 
both White and Shami soon. 

Gilbert’s endorsement was immediately seized by 
Republicans as showing splits in Democratic lines and drew 
criticism from some Democratic activists, but it did nothing to 
stop other Dems from rallying behind White. By midday 
Saturday, the entire Travis County legislative delegation was 
officially endorsing White, as were all the members of the 
Austin City Council. (“A 7-0 vote. That’s the way I like it,” 
joked Mayor Lee Leffingwell.) Democrats say they’re confident 
that having the Houston mayor and former state party chair 


topping the ticket next November will make life easier down- 
ballot; Travis County Democratic Party Chair Andy Brown 
explained White’s appeal: “great ideas, great organization, 
and a lot of experience.” 

White’s shift also drew national attention. Calling the 
announcement “a game changer,” Democratic Governors 
Association Finance Chair Jack Markell, governor of Delaware, 
praised White’s job-creation record and said his candidacy 
“creates a potential pick-up opportunity for our party.” Even 
GOP rival Hutchison has accepted that this changes the land- 
scape. Filing against Perry in Austin on Dec. 7 on a platform of 
tougher immigration enforcement, reforming the Texas 
Department of Transportation, and permanently canceling the 
Trans-Texas Corridor, she told reporters, “We will be pursuing 
an election against Bill White after I win the nomination.” Of 
course, that strategy depends on getting past both Perry and 
the latest dark-horse Republican contender: secessionist and 
tea partier Debra Medina, whose campaign proclaimed that 
her filing meant that “Texans are one step closer to freedom!”

Legislative Primaries: Let the Filing Begin 

The governor’s race wasn’t the only one heating up as filing opened on Dec. 3 for the 
March primaries. Rep. Donna Howard, D-Austin, was among the very first lawmakers in the 
state to submit her paperwork, filing just after 8am on the first day. She was followed on 
Monday by East Austin Democrat Rep. Dawnna Dukes, while Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, 
deflated hopes of a statewide run (and headed off a potentially ugly primary war of succes- 
sion) by refiling for his current seat. 

On the Republican side, so far only two wannabe House members have filed in Austin: Both 
former Real Estate Council of Austin Chair Paul Workman and corporate attorney Holly White 
Turner want a shot at Democrat Rep. Valinda Bolton in House District 47. 

With Travis County filings so slow, it seems that all the excitement has been reserved for the 
Williamson County Republicans: Businessman Ben Bius filed to challenge Sen. Steve Ogden, 
R-Bryan, who had previously said he was retiring, then changed his mind. Meanwhile, three 
GOPers (surgeon Charles Schwertner, former comptroller’s office employee Patsy Williams, and 
former Cedar Park Mayor Pro Tern Stephen Thomas) have filed to replace Ogden’s one-time suc- 
cessor, Rep. Dan Gattis, R-Georgetown, who is leaving politics. - R.W. 

SBOE Primary: Down With Dunbar 

University of Texas math professor Lorenzo Sadun announced Monday he’s withdrawing from 
the race for the State Board of Education District 10 seat, presumably clearing the Democratic 
primary field for Judy Jennings. Sadun said he’s come to “respect and admire” Jennings on the 
campaign trail. “Much as I would like to serve on the SBOE,” he said, “I cannot allow my own 
ambition to stand in the way of Judy’s bringing necessary change to a dysfunctional board.” 
District 10 includes northern Travis County, which has been poorly represented by the fundamen- 
talist Christian and rabidly anti-Obama bent of current SBOE member Cynthia Dunbar, 
R-Crazytown (actually, she’s from Richmond). “Dr. Sadun and I share the outrage of many voters 
that our current representative on the State Board of Education is someone who calls public edu- 
cation ‘a subtly deceptive tool of perversion,”’ said Jennings. But while the Democrats were hop- 
ing to unseat Dunbar, they’ve apparently lost their chance - Dunbar seems to have unseated her- 
self. The Quorum Report reported on Wednesday that Dunbar “appears to have told supporters 
she will not run for a second term on the board and likely will be replaced on the ballot by 
Austin intellectual property attorney Brian Russell, who currently serves on the State Republican 
Executive Committee.” Round Rock ISD teacher Rebecca Osborne has also filed to be on the 
Republican ballot. - Lee Nichols 


Republican Attack Ad Bites Back 


The Republican Party of Texas claims to be 
the defender of property rights. But a new attack 
ad suggests they may not be so hot on intellec- 
tual property. The ad, aimed at Houston mayor 
and gubernatorial candidate Bill White, uses - 
without permission - the Platters’ 1955 doo- 
wop classic “The Great Pretender” as a sound- 
track. Now, attorneys for the Platters founding 
member Herb Reed are considering their 
options. “Herb would never agree to let 
his music be used in a political way,” 
said Reed’s manager, Fred Balboni. 

The Internet ad, titled “Bill 
White: Too Liberal for Texas,” 
went live on the Republican 
Party of Texas’ YouTube account 
on Dec. 2. When asked whether 
his party had received the 
required permission from the 
copyright holders of the perfor- 
mance and the original composition, 

RPT Communications Director Bryan 
Preston said no licenses were required 
because the ad was “covered under fair use 
and political parody.” Legal precedent, however, 
suggests he’s wrong, especially in light of a 
recent high-profile defeat for Republicans. 

In 2008, Jackson Browne sued Sen. John 
McCain, the Republican National Committee, 
and the Ohio Republican Party for copyright 
violation and falsely implied endorsement after 


they used his 1977 track “Running on Empty” 
without his permission in an anti-Obama 
attack ad. The U.S. District Court in California 
threw out McCain’s motion to dismiss using a 
public interest defense, forcing the Republicans 
to settle out of court in July 2009. As part of 
the agreement, they pledged “in future elec- 
tion campaigns to respect and uphold the 
rights of artists and to obtain permissions 

and/or licenses for copyrighted works 
where appropriate.” Browne’s attor- 
ney Larry Iser said, “The law is 
very clear that the parody must 
be a parody of the song itself.” 
Since the latest ad is attacking 
White and not the Platters, he 
called the Texas GOP’s claim 
that the ad is protected free 
speech “nonsense.” 

Balboni said that this use of 
the Platters song was particularly 
offensive to Reed, who has always kept 
his work out of politics. Summing up his cli- 
ent’s belief, he said, “It shouldn’t be red 
music; it shouldn’t be blue music; it should 
be everybody’s music.” 

When asked for a comment about the poten- 
tially illegal use of copyrighted material to slam 
their candidate, the White campaign simply 
quipped, “That recycled approach is part of the 
problem in our state right now.” - R.W.

Sen. Kirk Watson is vacating 
the CAMPO chair seat. 


When Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson 
announced last week that he would step 
down as chair of the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization - the 

body of elected officials that guides transpor- 
tation planning in Central Texas - it came as 
quite a shock, given how heavily involved 
he’s been in transportation issues through- 
out his political career. Watson served on the 
CAMPO board during his entire tenure as 
mayor of Austin (1997-2001) and, as state 
senator, has served as chair since 2007.

TCEQ, and city move on scrap tire mound 



In the wake of last week’s Chronicle story 
about tires removed from city vehicles and 
abandoned in a field southeast of Downtown, 
the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality has initiated an investigation into 
the city’s handling of the thousands of 
scrapped tires it generates each year, said 
TCEQ spokeswoman Andrea Morrow this 
week. Also this week, the city of Austin has 
placed one Fleet Services Division employ- 
ee on administrative leave pending further 
investigation, and Chief Financial Officer 
Leslie Browder (who is ultimately in charge 
of Fleet Services) has pledged to city officials 
that action will be taken to properly dispose 
of the abandoned tires. 

Last week, we reported on 
a mound of scrap tires that’s 
been growing since 2003 
(see “The Tire Mound of 
Mystery,” Dec. 4). The state 
has a strict regulation-and- 
reporting scheme governing 
proper disposal of scrap tires, including a 
tracking manifest process that follows old 
tires from the time they’re removed from a 
vehicle to their ultimate disposal - a system 
not unlike the chain-of-custody documenta- 
tion required in a criminal prosecution. It 
appears, however, that the city of Austin’s 
Fleet Services Division has not been comply- 
ing with those environmental regulations - 
leading indirectly to an accumulation of thou- 
sands of tires on property leased by Victor 
Almaguer of Vic’s Tire Service. 


Almaguer says that for at least five years 
he has accepted scrap tires from city auto- 
motive service centers at the request of 
Fleet’s Tire Program Manager Bill Janousek. 
Almaguer’s business previously held a con- 
tract with the city to fix repairable tires but 
was not supposed to be hauling scrap tires. 
Almaguer told us that he has tried to get the 
city to pay him to properly dispose of the city 
tires he’s accumulated - a job he estimates 
could cost as much as $50,000 - but says 
the city has not responded to his repeated 
requests for help or payment. 

On Dec. 3, Morrow confirmed that the TCEQ 
is now looking into the situation. “It’s fairly 
complicated, and because of the various 

aspects involved” - not only 
surveying the scene at 
Almaguer’s property but also 
reviewing the manifest docu- 
ments that are supposed to 
trace the final disposal of all 
of the city’s scrapped tires - 
the investigation may take several weeks to 
complete. Meanwhile, city spokesman Reyne 
Telles confirmed on Tuesday that Janousek 
has been placed on administrative leave while 
the investigation into the tire mound continues. 

Scrapped tires pose health and safety 
risks - not only are they a breeding ground 
for mosquitoes, but they can represent a sig- 
nificant fire risk. However, Morrow told us that 
in the case of the tire mound at Almaguer’s, 
the risk of fire “is not a big concern.” The site 
has been well-managed by Almaguer, and any 


potential fire could be easily accessed and 
therefore suppressed by firefighters. 

Contacted about the story, Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and several City Council members 
told us that they were unaware that the city had 
been, effectively, dumping tires at Almaguer’s 
property. “Obviously, I had no idea of our prac- 
tices with regards to disposal of tires and am 
not pleased to read about it,” Mayor Pro Tern 
Mike Martinez wrote in an e-mail. “We will ask 
staff for a response and follow up. And [will] 
take any corrective measures that are neces- 
sary.” (On his Facebook page, Martinez opined 
that the city has “some major splaining to do.”) 

On Dec. 6, Browder sent a memo to Lef- 
fingwell and the council to say that the city is 


“taking steps to quickly remove all of the 
tires” and to “ensure their proper disposal.” 
The Austin Police Department has visited 
the “site of the tire mound,” Browder wrote, 
and found that it does “contain tires with City 
of Austin markings.” Although there are also 
tires there that “do not appear to have come 
from” the city, she wrote that the city would 
be taking steps to have all the tires removed. 
Fleet Services management “has been in 
touch” with the TCEQ “to ensure that they 
fully comply with recordkeeping require- 
ments,” Browder wrote, “and I will personally 
contact TCEQ, both by phone and in writing, 
of our plans to swiftly and properly dispose 
of the tires.” - Jordan Smith

Texas Death Penalty Sentencing Declines 


Judge Patterson Responds 
to Ethics Complaint 

Third Court of Appeals Judge Jan 
Patterson says that charges filed against 
her with the State Commission on Judicial 
Conduct by former Austin State Rep. Glen 
Maxey are without merit. Maxey filed a 
complaint with the commission last week 
arguing that Patterson had violated two 
canons of judicial conduct, including mis- 
representing facts about herself, when she told the Chronicle in 
October that Gov. Rick Perry pursued her to fill the Travis County 
civil court seat made vacant by the untimely death of Judge Scott 
Ozmun. Patterson said Perry’s office came to her several times, 
imploring her to run; Perry’s office said Patterson came to them. 
Still, Patterson said Dec. 8 that there is nothing to Maxey’s allega- 
tions, “even assuming the facts [of his complaint] are true,” she 
said. “So we’ll wait for the commission.” - J.S. 

Where Have All the 
Prisoners Gone? 

In 2008, the U.S. prison and probation population experienced its 
slowest growth in eight years, according to numbers released Dec. 8 
by the Department of Justice’s Bureau of Justice Statistics. The total 
correctional population - including those in prison or jail and those 
on parole or probation - was just more than 7.3 million at the end of 
last year. The majority of those on paper with the criminal justice sys- 
tem - 5 million, or one in every 45 adults - were on community 
supervision (parole or probation), while just more than 2 million were 
in prison or jail, the bureau reports. While the growth rate slowed to 
just under a half-percent last year, the number of people in prison or 
jail has increased 2.2% total since 2000. - J.S. 


The number of new death sentences imposed in Texas 
this year was the lowest since the 1976 reinstatement of 
the death penalty, according to a report released Dec. 7 by 
the Texas Coalition to Abolish the Death Penalty. There 
has already been another death sentence issued since the 
report was released, bringing the total handed out this year 
to nine; still, that number falls well under the previous low 
of 11 death sentences imposed in 2006. The decrease has 
taken hold across the state. Harris County has not sent a 
single inmate to death row since 2007, a stunning reduction 
for a county that’s responsible for one-third of all defendants 
waiting in Texas’ death house. 

Still, while the number of new inmates sentenced to 
death declines, the state still leads the nation in the num- 
ber of executions. Texas carried out 24 executions in 2009, 
nearly half of the national total. (Alabama put to death six 
people, making it the second most active.) In total, Texas 
has executed 447 people since 1982, when it resumed exe- 
cutions; 208 executions have been carried out under the 
leadership of Gov. Rick Perry. And the execution chamber 
still favors minorities: Of the 24 people put to death this 
year, 14 were black and seven were Hispanic. Just three 
were white. 

Not surprisingly, questions about Texas’ death system 
continued to rage this year, notes the TCADP report, includ- 
ing in the case of Cameron Todd Willingham, whose 2004 
execution sparked a political storm this year and left open 
the question of whether the state executed an innocent 
man based on junk science. Indeed, the Rev. Carroll 


Pickett, who was the death row chaplain for nearly 16 
years and counseled a number of Texas’ condemned 
(including Charlie Brooks Jr. - the first inmate put to death 
after reinstatement), says he believes the state has wrongly 
executed other inmates, such as Carlos De Luna, execut- 
ed for the 1983 knife murder of Wanda Lopez at a Corpus 
Christi convenience store. In that case, the prosecutors and 
police allegedly ignored information that another man, 

Carlos Hernandez - who, notably, had a penchant for knife 
assaults - was actually responsible for Lopez’s murder. 
Pickett says Hernandez actually bragged about his guilt 
while in prison on an unrelated charge. Yet De Luna was 
executed in 1989, even though none of the physical evi- 
dence linked him to the crime. 

In all, TCADP Executive Director Kristin Houle said at a 
Capitol press conference, the death penalty is far more risky 
than it is effective, and it’s time to end its use in Texas. 
“Concerns about innocence, arbitrariness, cost, and fairness 
generated unprecedented scrutiny of the administration of jus- 
tice” this year in Texas, she said. “It is time for more elected 
officials to catch up with increasing public recognition that the 
Texas death penalty system is fatally flawed.” Indeed, that’s 
exactly what Rep. Lon Burnam, D-Fort Worth, told reporters 
at the Capitol on Monday. He said when he first came to the 
Legislature in 1997, he wasn’t sure that the death penalty 
should be abolished - but years of watching its administration 
has changed his mind. “I believe the state of Texas should 
abolish the death penalty because it cannot reconcile ... that 
it is both imperfect and irreversible.” - J.S.

Enviro Board wants answers 



Opponents of water fluoridation got a 

boost last week when the city’s Environment- 
al Board, along split lines, voted to recom- 
mend the city take yet another look at its fluo- 
ridation policies. And aside from grudgingly 
reaffirming the board’s interest in the fluoride 
question, the motion also signaled the disap- 
pointment - even anger - some board mem- 
bers felt with the City Council for putting them 
again in the crossfire of the fluoridation fight. 

In August, prodded by the same citizens 
who regularly speak against the additive 
before council, the board called for an inde- 
pendent examination of the Austin Water 
Utility’s fluoridation practices, with input com- 
ing from - but not limited to - the utility, the 
Watershed Protection Department, and the 
Austin/Travis County Health and Human 
Services Department. No council action was 
initiated, but a city staff report was compiled, 
overseen by Assistant City Manager Rudy 
Garza and drawing on the above groups but 
with no independent or scientific review. When 
the pro-fluoridation report was released last 
month, opponents decried it as a whitewash, 
and the Environmental Board - which didn’t 
learn about the report until after the fact - 
was vexed to have been left out of the loop. 


At its Dec. 2 meeting, the board received a 
briefing on the report, inspiring several citizens 
- all anti-fluoride - to address the board, with 
manners ranging from intelligent questioning 
to, frankly, uninformed and ideologically bound 
rudeness. Neil Carman, a scientist with the 
Lone Star Chapter of the Sierra Club, spoke 
at length; his testimony included a 26-point 
list of “omissions of science” in the city 
report. Carman touched on, among several 
other matters, the Environmental Protection 
Agency classification of Austin’s fluoridating 
component - hydrofluorosilicic acid - as a haz- 
ardous waste, the American Dental Associa- 
tion’s warning against giving fluoride to 
infants, and a dearth of critical, peer-reviewed 
scientific literature in the city’s report. He con- 
cluded that the report contains “scientific 
gaps, omissions, errors, and missing evidence 
and would likely not earn a passing grade in 
undergraduate biology.” Former Alamo Heights 
City Council Member Bill Kiel also spoke of 
how his city stopped fluoridation. However, 
other speakers lacked Carman’s knowledge - 
or tact. One asked to use his allotted time to 
question Health and Human Services 
Department Medical Director Philip Huang, 
which devolved into a badgering set of 


attempts to verbally corner him, finally provok- 
ing an intervention from the chair. Another 
speaker justified her fluoride fears with that 
hoary, Reaganesque joke: “I’m from the feder- 
al government, and I’m here to help.” 

Once the speakers finished, board member 
Phil Moncada moved that the board issue 
another recommendation, asking the city to 
address the numerous issues Carman raised 
and calling for an independent scientific inqui- 
ry. In opposition to the motion, board member 
Jon Beall said that some of the speakers’ 
concerns, like fluoridation’s links to bone can- 
cers, “are a bit misleading” and that he 
wouldn’t be supporting the motion. Mary Ann 
Neely also demurred, suggesting the issue be 
addressed on a federal level (though fluorida- 
tion decisions fall to individual cities). 

Ultimately, the motion passed 4-3 (Beall, 
Neely, and Bob Anderson voting no), with 
member Rodney Ahart speaking for the 
majority in saying its vote wasn’t one against 
fluoride per se but as a call to “actually get 
us the information we need ... and then let us 


make a more informed decision.” Just before 
the vote, Chair Mary Gay Maxwell expressed 
her dissatisfaction with the disconnected pro- 
cess. “This could have been avoided,” she 
said. “We did not have to have it come to this 
level of escalation at this point, and it didn’t 
have to come back to our board, had our 
board request even been responded to in any 
way, shape, or form.” Registering her “extreme 
displeasure,” she concluded, “This makes me 
very disturbed; it’s very hard to be the chair of 
a board that’s been put in this position.” 

A few days later, Maxwell said she’s hopeful 
that by giving citizen concerns further scientific 
scrutiny, the acrimony surrounding the debate 
can be lessened. “I was trained as a psycholo- 
gist, and one of the things I understand is if 
people are heard more clearly and responded 
to with some understanding and respect, their 
positions don’t always stay so polarized.” 
Possibly so, but with fluoride’s detractors see- 
ing it as such an evil, it’s hard to see how any- 
thing short of completely removing it from the 
water will satisfy them. - Wells Dunbar 


EPA Issues Verdict on Greenhouse Gases 

On the opening Monday of the international climate summit in Copenhagen, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency finalized its finding that greenhouse gases threaten the public health and welfare of 
current and future generations, setting the stage for regulating greenhouse-gas emissions under the 
Clean Air Act. “This is the most significant step the federal government has taken on global warming” 
commented Environment Texas Director Luke Metzger. “The Clean Air Act ... has a nearly 40-year track 
record of cost-effectively cutting dangerous pollution to protect our health and environment” In 2007, the 
Supreme Court ordered the EPA to issue a finding, but the Bush White House quashed its release. Only 
after President Obama appointed new EPA head administrator Lisa Jackson was the finding resurrected. 
As drafted, the EPA ruling would apply only to the 10,000 or so facilities emitting more than 25,000 
tons of carbon dioxide annually; altogether they emit about 85% of the nation’s greenhouse gases. 
Collection of emissions data would begin Jan. 1, 2010. The EPA’s “endangerment finding” might eventu- 
ally make congressional Republicans more likely to support a climate bill - allowing Congress, rather 
than the EPA, to set the rules for emissions. - Katherine Gregor

HIDING WORKER INJURIES 

It’s painful enough to be injured on the 
job, but it adds insult to injury when your 
employer strives to keep your pain a secret 
from safety authorities. 

The failure of corporations to report work- 
related injuries is not a rare occurrence, 
says the Government Accountability Office - 
it is routine. In a review of the Occupational 
Health and Safety Administration’s policies, 
GAO investigators found that some two- 
thirds of job injuries are simply hidden from 
the agency, even though the law requires full 
reporting on injuries that require anything 
more than first aid. 

Why flout the law? Because corporate 
executives, always guarding their own bot- 
tom line, know that a record of frequent inju- 
ries will increase the company’s worker com- 
pensation costs and will hurt its chances of 
winning government contracts. 

So why do they get away with it? Several 
reasons. First - get this - OSHA relies sole- 
ly on employers to report worker injuries! 
Inspectors do not interview employees in 
the workplace to determine if their bosses 
are being honest about job hazards and 
injury rates. 

Second, managers pressure clinics, doctors, 
and others to limit treatment of a worker’s inju- 
ry to first aid, thus requiring no report. This 
cold ploy includes taking the injured person to 
several medical providers until finding one who 
will certify that first aid is enough. More than a 
third of the medical providers surveyed by GAO 
said they’d been pressured by corporate offi- 
cials to play down injuries. Third, workers 
themselves are intimidated, fearing they’ll be 
punished or fired for getting a reportable injury. 

As long as safety officials take a see-no- 
evil/hear-no-evil approach, corporate bosses 
have no incentive besides their own sense of 
decency to make America’s workplaces safe 
- and, as the GAO report makes clear, putting 
our trust in executive decency doesn’t seem 
to be working out very well for workers. 


THE GOOD FOOD MOVEMENT 

What better time than the holidays to cel- 
ebrate our country’s food rebels! 

I’m talking about the growing movement 
of small farmers, food artisans, local retail- 
ers, co-ops, community organizers, restaura- 
teurs, environmentalists, consumers, and 
others - perhaps including you. This move- 
ment has spread the rich ideas of sustain- 
ability; organic, local economies; and the 
common good from the fringe of our food 
economy into the mainstream. 

It began as an “upchuck rebellion” - ordi- 
nary folks rejecting the industrialized, chem- 
icalized, corporatized, and globalized food 
system. Farmers wanted a more natural 
connection to the good earth that they were 
working. Meanwhile, consumers began 
seeking edibles that were not saturated 
with pesticides, injected with antibiotics, rip- 
ened with chemicals, dosed with artificial 
flavorings, or otherwise tortured. 

These two interests began to connect with 
each other and to create an alternative way of 
thinking about food. Today, more than 8,000 
organic farmers produce everything from 
wheat to meat, and organic sales top $20 bil- 
lion a year. Some 4,000 vibrant farmers’ mar- 
kets operate in cities and towns across the 
land, linking farmers and foodmakers directly 
to consumers in a local, supportive economy. 
Restaurants, supermarkets, food wholesalers, 
and school districts are now buying foodstuffs 
that are produced sustainably and locally. 

No one in a position of power - corporate 
or governmental - made any of these 
changes happen. Instead, the movement 
rose up from the grassroots, and it has 
become a groundswell as ordinary people 
inform themselves, organize locally, and 
assert their own democratic values over 
those of the corporate structure. 

Family by family, town by town, this move- 
ment has changed not only the market but 
also the culture of food. That’s a change 
worthy of our thanks.

Local participants, activists in Denmark for U.N. climate summit

This week the world’s eyes are upon 
Copenhagen, during the 15th United Nations 
Climate Change Conference Dec. 7-18 (aka 
“Conference of the Parties” or “COP 15”), 
and at least five Austinites are on hand for 
the occasion. University of Texas student 
Rachel Aitkens, UT biology associate profes- 
sor Camille Parmesan, activist and former 
Austin Climate Protection Program Manager 
Jake Stewart, and EnviroMedia principals 
Kevin Tuerff and Valerie Davis are soaking up 
the Copenhagen vibe - learning, schmooz- 
ing, advocating, photographing, blogging, 
and tweeting away. They’ve joined a throng 
that includes 110 international heads of 
state, negotiators from 193 countries (about 
a dozen of them crucial), an estimated 20,000 
official participants, and thousands of other 
observers, activists, and hangers-on from 
around the globe, all converging for the big 
climate-action meet-up. The urgent goal is an 
international agreement on the basic terms 
for a binding treaty to replace (and improve) 
the Kyoto Protocol, the current global cli- 
mate-pollution-reduction agreement, which 
expires in 2012. 

President Barack Obama now will appear as 
the “closer” on Dec. 18; the White House 
hopes his presence on the final day of negotia- 
tions will increase the odds that COP 15 yields 
terms for an agreement acceptable to the U.S., 
China, India, the European Union, and other 
key countries. The Environmental Defense 
Fund defines a “successful summit” as one 
resulting in a final 2010 treaty that is effective, 
measurable, inclusive, and adequately 
financed. But Obama is limited in what he can 
promise now; the final version can only be 
negotiated and adopted after the U.S. Senate 
acts on a bill to cap carbon pollution. 


Tuerff and Davis are attending COP 15 as 
official delegates, representing the U.S. 
Business Council for Sustainable Development. 
(In fact, they believe they’re the only member 
business attending - while major corporations 
like Dow, Shell, URS Corporation, and Veolia 
Environmental Services sit it out.) The two 
Austinites lead two related firms: EnviroMedia 
social marketing, founded in 1997, and Green 
Canary Sustainability Consulting, founded in 
March 2008. They consider what they’ll learn 
firsthand to be invaluable for their own knowl- 
edge, in consulting on climate-change solu- 
tions and issues, and for their clients. High on 
their agendas: visiting the World Wildlife 
Fund’s Arctic Tent; Copenhagen Business Day, 
which offers a chance to interact with execu- 
tives from around the world; and hearing 
Barack Obama and as many U.S. cabinet sec- 
retaries as possible. 

Aitkens is a co-director of UT’s Campus 
Environmental Center, run by the student 
government. Active in the local chapter of 
the Sierra Student Coalition, she was select- 
ed by the Sierra Club in late October to 
attend COP 15 as one of 16 student leaders 
from around the nation. In her application, 
Aitkens highlighted her active efforts through 
the Campus Environmental Center to call for 
the city of Austin to divest itself from the 
Fayette coal-fired power plant and to address 
national action on climate change and inter- 
national legislation. 

Talking about the trip - her first travel out- 
side the U.S. - Aitkens fairly glowed with 
excitement. She had to raise more than $2,500 
to participate and received contributions from 
“friends, grandparents, a lot of students I’ve 
never met, and five people I’ve never even 
heard of! ” The entire Sierra student group will 




be staying together in a 
youth hostel and attending 
as official observers. They’ll 
be part of a larger Sierra 
Club delegation that 
includes about 50 top lead- 
ers, policy experts, and 
activists nationally. 

If the small-world effect 
prevails, Aitkens may hear 
in Copenhagen the find- 
ings of Parmesan, a lead 
author for the United 
Nation’s Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change 
Third Assessment Report 
(for which she shared in a 
2007 Nobel Peace Prize). 

Parmesan’s research focus- 
es on the current impacts 
on wildlife and their habi- 
tats resulting from climate 
change that already occurred 
in the 20th century. Her 
work on butterfly range 
shifts, for example, was fea- 
tured in the BBC film series 
State of the Planet with 
David Attenborough. As a 
scientific policy advisor, 

Parmesan has given seminars in Washington, 
D.C., for the White House, government agen- 
cies, and environmental organizations. 

Parmesan is presenting at two events orga- 
nized by the International Union for 
Conservation of Nature and by a Norwegian 
university. Her global summary of research 
studies shows that 52% of wild plant and ani- 
mal species (including marine species) are 
already changing their habitats and distribu- 
tions. In addition, scientists are seeing the first 
major declines of species, among exactly 
the ecosystem groups projected by Inter- 
governmental Panel on Climate Change scien- 
tists 10 years ago - polar and mountaintop 
species. Climate-endangered animals now 
include ringed seals and emperor penguins, 
both sea-ice dependent species. 

But Parmesan is also carrying two positive 
messages to COP15. Through assisted recolo- 
nization, she says, we can help species create 
new colonies outside their historic habitats, 
and through ecological restoration, we can 
create more habitat. She is especially bullish 
on restoring native American prairie; studies 
in Minnesota and California have shown prai- 
rie grasses to be excellent carbon sinks (absorb- 
ers), and she said the grasses offer the most 
truly carbon-neutral source of biofuel. “It’s a 
huge win-win, both for conservation of biodi- 
versity and for alleviating our energy problems 
and reducing [greenhouse gases] ,” said 
Parmesan of prairie re-creation. She added, 


“It’s fun to finally be able to say some positive 
things at some of these meetings, because up 
to now, it’s mostly been that we’re all going to 
hell in a handbasket!” 

Stewart, having devoted his professional life 
to climate action, said he just couldn’t stay 
away from COP15. He made a final decision 
to go at the last minute, using frequent-flyer 
miles and an invitation to stay with a friend in 
Copenhagen. “This is such a pivotal, critical 
period, I just want to be part of that energy, in 
any way I can,” said Stewart. “Everything 
looks and feels normal, in this period of time 
we’re in right now. But the scientists are 
screaming at us to pay attention.” He’ll repre- 
sent a group he founded, Green Veterans, as a 
voice for climate security. Green Veterans works 
to connect returning vets with clean-energy 
jobs and training opportunities. “As resources 
become constrained and climate change accel- 
erates,” he says, “it’s going to be our armed 
forces that have to deal with those conflicts.” 
Stewart used to work with the National Secur- 
ity Agency and, according to Green Veterans’ 
website, “received prestigious commendations 
for meritorious intelligence service and contri- 
butions to energy security.” Now a consultant, 
Stewart left the Austin Climate Protection Pro- 
gram earlier this year after becoming disen- 
chanted with the slow pace of its progress; he 
continues to advocate as a community mem- 
ber for a more rigorous program that commits 
to higher standards and results.

On the Case The Green Detectives 

The Green Detectives website (www.greendetectives.net), created here in town, offers an 
unusually accessible portal for people just tuning in to basic U.N. Climate Change Conference (or 
C0P15) terminology and issues. Austinites Kevin Tuerff and Valerie Davis give short and 
sweet explanations of key C0P15 terms and issues. The site’s Green Detective Decoder 
offers two-minute videos on these and other topics. - K.G. 


Catch a Few Clues: 

What is “climate adaptation”? “Climate 
adaptation is a polite way of saying it’s too late to 
stop global warming, so how are we gonna cope? 
Industry, business, government, and you and I 
need a plan for how to adapt. ... Americans will 
undoubtedly find ways to adapt, but for develop- 
ing and poor countries, life is getting even worse. 
And once again, it’s all about money.” 

What is “REDD”? “Climate experts say up 
to 20 percent of the carbon emitted globally is 
caused by deforestation. ... Climate negotiators 
formally adopted the idea of providing financial 
incentives to get developing countries to pre- 
serve their forests. That means developed coun- 
tries like ours would need to ante up. The cli- 
mate jargon you should know is REDD ... or 
Reducing Emissions from Deforestation and 
Forest Degradation.” 


What is “cap and trade”? “When it 
comes to capping carbon emissions that cause 
climate change, energy-intensive industries will 
have the greatest challenges with compliance. 
Cap and trade is one solution that provides 
economic incentives to businesses that pollute 
less, while providing flexibility to those that 
struggle the most with carbon limitations. ... 

The end result? Cap and trade will generate a 
trillion-dollar carbon marketplace.” 

What is “climate finance”? “It’s the poor 
countries that are paying for ... climate reper- 
cussions like rising sea levels, droughts, floods, 
famine, and disease. Climate negotiators are 
saying developed countries like ours should help 
those countries that didn’t create the problem 
but are coping with its side effects. ... Yvo de 
Boer, head of the U.N. climate talks, says devel- 
oped countries need to pony up $10 billion a 
year to deal with the effects of climate change.” 



What is “technology transfer”? “Here 
in the U.S., we all hear about electric vehicles 
and renewable energy power, like wind power. 
But what about the poor or developing countries 
that take the brunt of the effects of climate 


change? ... That’s where the term ‘technology 
transfer’ comes in. ... Time will tell if we’ll apply 
the kind of international funding we’ve seen for 
AIDS to technological relief for countries coping 
the most with climate-related problems.” 


up Close and Personal 

This conference was initially supposed to 
confirm a new binding international treaty, as 
it will take at least two years to work out the 
specific details before the Kyoto Protocol 
expires in 2012. But largely due to the failure 
of the U.S. Congress to pass climate legisla- 
tion, that ambition has been scaled back; 
negotiators now hope for a two-part process to 
begin in Copenhagen and conclude next year. 

COP 15 will be Davis and Tuerff s third year 
blogging from the U.N. Council of Parties talks; 
they also attended COP 13 in Bali, Indonesia, 
in 2007, and COP 14 in Poznan, Poland, in 
2008. Earlier this year they participated in busi- 
ness briefings with the U.S. Department of 
State’s chief climate negotiators, Todd Stem 
and Jonathan Pershing. Attending in person 
makes all the difference, they said. “What you 
can leam and the people you can meet - you 
can’t do that over the Internet or by watching 
CNN,” said Tuerff. Before departing, he looked 
forward to getting briefings directly from the 
U.S. negotiators and observing firsthand 
whether U.S. leadership, with the change in 
administrations, is noticeably stronger than in 
prior years. Tuerff and Davis are attending on 
their own nickel; they hope to justify the 
expense by coming home with a like-minded 
new client, as they did at COP 14 in Poland, 
where they picked up Climate Savers Computing 
Initiative. Like Stewart and Aitkens, they also 
feel a personal sense of urgency about U.S. and 
global climate action. 

“Sitting here in our office in Austin, Texas, 
there’s no real way we would leam the details 
about things like adaptation and deforesta- 
tion,” said Davis. Some of her favorite experi- 
ences at former climate talks have been the 


informal conversations with other global activ- 
ists: “I sat on a train next to a whole group of 
people from Ecuador, who are working so 
hard on saving the rain forests. In Bali, I 
shared and talked for 20 minutes with a man 
who was one of the founders of cap and trade. 
He invited us to one of the sessions, where I 
learned even more.” Davis also said it was eye- 
opening to see the extensive media coverage 
that other countries provide on the U.N. cli- 
mate talks, compared to the paltry trickle 
available in the U.S. 

Manufactured Doubt 

Tuerff and Davis said their concerns were 
deepened by a Pew Research Center national 
poll conducted of 1,500 people in early Octo- 
ber, with results released Oct. 22. Compared 
with an April 2008 poll, it showed a sharp 
decline - from 47% to 36% - in the percentage 
of Americans who agree that there is solid evi- 
dence that the earth is warming “because of 
human activity.” The survey also showed a 
drop of 9 percentage points, to 35%, among 
those who consider global warming a “very 
serious” problem and an increase of 6 percent- 
age points, to 17%, of those who say it’s simply 
“not a problem.” The decline was across party 
lines, but steepest among independents. 
Among the poll’s findings: More than half of 
Americans say they’ve never heard of “cap and 
trade,” the market system for controlling car- 
bon dioxide emissions which is under (not 
very accelerated) consideration in Congress. 

Davis believes the shift reflects gains by the 
manufactured-doubt industry, a well-financed 
effort by vested interests to fuel climate skepti- 
cism. (See Climate Cover-Up : The Crusade to 
Deny Global Warming, by James Hoggan; Doubt 


Is Their Product: How Industry’s Assault on 
Science Threatens Your Health, by David Michaels; 
and The Heat Is On: The Climate Crisis, the 
Cover-Up, the Prescription, by Ross Gelbspan.) In 
late November, a group of 26 climate scientists 
(14 of them members of the U.N.’s Intergovern- 
mental Panel on Climate Change) issued a grim 
report: “The Copenhagen Diagnosis: Updating 
the World on the Latest Climate Science.” It 
documents climate destabilization occurring 
much faster than the IPCC’s landmark reports 
have so far shown. As reported from the UK by 
The Guardian: “The new diagnosis finds that 
Arctic sea ice is melting 40 percent faster than 
the panel estimated just a few years ago. 
Another startling finding: Satellites have found 
that the global average for rising sea levels was 
3.4 millimeters per year from 1993-2008. The 
IPCC estimated it would be 1.9 mm for that 
period - short by 80 percent.” 

Yet most media have ignored that report in 
favor of following “Climategate” - a derisive 
nickname for the furor over e-mails exchanged 
among a handful of British scientists that were 
illegally hacked, then broadly celebrated by Fox 
News, Rush Limbaugh, et al., as “proof” that 
global warming is a scientific fraud. An orches- 
trated smear campaign, abetted by mainstream 
media sources, has trumpeted passages in the 
e-mails that suggest suppression of contradic- 
tory evidence and collusion among climate 
scientists. While that’s a serious charge, anoth- 
er reading is that the scientists were so fearful 
of the climate-skepticism machine, they feared 
the release of any data that might be twisted to 
its ends - like, ironically, these e-mails. 

Tuerff said that as communicators with 
expertise in the issues and in educating people 
to create behavioral change, he and Davis see 


an opportunity (and a moral obligation) to 
help provide accurate information. “The 
majority of Americans have heard nothing 
about policies being considered to address 
global climate change,” Tuerff said. After 
returning home from each conference, “We’ve 
absolutely become more invested in doing 
something about these issues,” said Tuerff. 
“We’ve been blogging about it. We’re doing 
everything we can to continue the dialogue, 
everywhere we go.” 

Heading into COP15, they decided to use 
their marketing expertise to create a website (as a 
self-financed public service effort) that could 
engage and help educate the American public. 
Together with their staff, they spent months creat- 
ing GreenDetectives.net, which launched Nov. 
30. It features a friendly Green Detectives 
Decoder, with short videos in which Tuerff and 
Davis personally explain the language, terminol- 
ogy, and issues at COP15, in easy-to-understand 
terms. For example, Davis illustrates how cap and 
trade market plans work by pouring “climate pol- 
lution” from a pitcher to fill two glasses to their 
“cap,” then explaining that an energy-intensive 
company can “fill its glass” by purchasing more 
rights to pollute from the other company. 

All the local COP 15 participants hope to 
fire up the folks back home - for whom 
they’re posting impressions, photos, and 
breaking news daily. “We need a national edu- 
cational campaign,” said Tuerff. For now, he 
has a simpler request of Austinites: “Just give 
us 15 minutes on the website.” ■

DON RICKLES Gentleman josher 

In the early 1950s, the Wayne Room, a D.C. strip joint, promoted a budding comedian from Queens as Don “Glass-Head” 
Rickies (referencing his breakout routine set inside Peter Lorre’s noggin, where Rickies melded talking with the audience with his 
now signature off-the-cuff sarcasm). Later, friend and uberbooster Frank Sinatra nicknamed him “bullet-head,” and now a new gen- 
eration of wee hockey pucks knows the legendary zinger slinger from the Toy Story films as the voice of Mr. Potato Head. Perhaps 
an apt moniker today should simply be “The Headliner.” With more than a half-century in show business, the 83-year-old Emmy 
winner, World War II veteran, and graduate of the American Academy of Dramatic Arts still absolutely kills on stage and is second 
only to death as the Great Leveler (but admittedly, Rickies has way better timing). Audiences still lap up the put-downs. Prior to 
his two shows at the Paramount Theatre, Mr. Rickies spoke to the Chronicle from his home in Los Angeles. - Steve Birmingham 


Austin Chronicle: How do you feel 
about the “ insult comic" label that you 
got tagged with? 

Don Rickies: I overcame that. It used 
to bother me in my younger years 
because it always sounded like some 
mean-spirited guy, which I certainly 
wasn’t. But it was a great thing for me 
that I overcame that image of the insult 
guy who’s mean or something, and 
Johnny Carson named me “Mr. 

Warmth,” and that’s what I’ve been 
using for years now. And it really is all 
about me. In other words, it’s a joke 
when I say “Mr. Warmth,” but the idea 
is that I’m never mean and I give every- 
body a fair shake, that they don’t walk 
out saying, “This guy’s a real Mafia” or 
something. And again, you know when 
you’re different you can’t please every- 
body ... but the idea is to get 90 per- 
cent in your corner. 

AC: The thing that really blew me away 
from your memoir involved your friend- 
ship with astronaut Gene Cernan and 
the last manned moon landing , 

Apollo 17. 


DR: Somehow Gene and I connected. 

And [laughs] the funny part, he came to 
L.A. to visit us, and we were going to 
have dinner one night, and I had a Rolls 
Royce in those days, and I couldn’t get it 
started, and I said, “Gene, can you get 
this thing going?” And he lifted up the 
hood, and he futzed around with it for 
about 10 minutes, and he said, “Gee 
Don, I can’t fix it.” And I said: “You know, 
you’re a joke. You can go to the moon, 
but you can’t fix a Rolls Royce.” Of 
course, I made a big joke out of that. But 
he became very wonderful to me, and in 
fact he took the tape that I made with 
him to the moon. It wasn’t a tape you’d 
show to your grandma or your mother; it 
was strictly a stag kind of thing for those 
guys in the capsule - kind of personal 
and funny, and they loved it. And I was 
very happy to be able to do it. 

AC: That's historic! I don't know if any 
other comedian can boast slaying an 
audience on another celestial body. 

DR: I don’t either. 

AC: Could you share one of your favorite 
memories of Mr. Sinatra? 


DR: Well, the most outstanding thing was 
Ronald Reagan, rest his soul, was going 
to be inaugurated for the second time in 
Washington, and I was in Hawaii with my 
wife, and Frank called up and said: “Don, 
get packed and get to Washington. You’re 
going to be on the show with me for the 
inaugural of Ronald Reagan.” I said: “Oh, 
come on, Frank. They’re not going to lis- 
ten to me with my kind of style of humor. 
They’ll be a wreck.” [Sinatra said,] “No 
no no, I went to the Cabinet, and they 
said, ‘No, we can’t have Rickies, we don’t 
know what he’s going to do.”' And he 
said, “Well, if you don’t have Rickies, you 
don’t have me.” And that was the truth 
because of his loyalty to me. And sure 
enough, I came to Washington, and they 
said, “What are you going to do, Mr. 
Rickies?” And I said: “I don’t know. I’ll 
get out there and do it.” And they were a 
basket case about that, but they accept- 
ed it, and I went out and did one of my 
best shows for the president.

OKAY MOUNTAIN 

When Miami won’t come 
to the Mountain ... 

Okay Mountain’s recent trip to Miami for the Pulse 
Contemporary Art Fair was an unqualified success 
for the Austin visual arts collective. Its riotous re-cre- 
ation of a convenience store in an art-fair booth 
earned some major recognition - a front-page plug 
in The Miami Herald and the Miami 2009 Pulse 
Prize, which marks the Okay Mountaineers as 
“emerging artists of distinction” and comes with a 
tidy little $2,500 purse - and sold about 40% of its 
“inventory.” That would be all the handcrafted items 
that the collective artists had created as fun-house 
versions of typical quickie-mart merchandise (Edward 
James Olmos Mustache Cream, Great Grandpa’s 
Favorite Salt Chewing Gum, Muhfuckin’ Cat Food, No 
Choice Pregnancy Test, Evil in a Box, to name but a 
few) and offered for sale. (The prices were outrageous by 
7-Eleven standards but crazy bargains for art-fair art.) 

The Chronicle managed to track down a couple of Austin’s new 
international art stars as they were making their way across the 
Sunshine State, hauling their carcasses and the remainder of 
their Corner Store installation back home to Texas. While Sterling 
Allen handled the wheel, Tim Brown filled us in on how the 
“store,” which had been commissioned by Arthouse and was 
intended in part to send up the intense commercialism of Pulse- 
type fairs, was received by the arterati. “The reactions ranged 
from disbelief to laughter to total open-mouthed awe,” writes 
Brown. “The only people put off by it were the ones looking for 
real bottled water or coffee and thought they had found a place 


to get them. Almost everyone who came in had a good time, 
whether they knew about the subtext of it or not.” And those 
bogus items, urn, artworks began flying off the shelves pretty 
quickly once, he notes, “customers started to understand that 
they could buy everything in the store.” Feedback from other 
exhibitors left the Okay Mountaineers feeling like they might have 
a solid shot at the Pulse Prize, “but there’s always those nervous 
moments before the announcement when you don’t know what’s 
going to happen. We were really happy to win it,” Brown says. 
Moreover, the group is “really psyched about the opportunities 
this show has given us in the future. I hadn’t been to Miami for 
the fairs before, and I can’t really imagine it getting better than 
this. We’ve had a total blast.” - Robert Faires 



Three CDs, three times nominated for Grammys. 
That’s the current record for Conspirare, Austin’s 
acclaimed professional choir, with the news that its 
disc A Company of Voices: Conspirare in Concert got a 
nod in the Best Classical Crossover Album category in 
the 52nd set of recording industry awards. Like the 
PBS special that this performance was created for 
(recorded live in Dell Hall at the Long Center in October 
2008), the disc captures the ensemble making choral 
magic not just with expected material - say, Samuel 
Barber’s Agnus Dei or the spiritual “Deep River” - but 
with contemporary music from Ennio Morricone to Dolly 
Parton to Eliza Gilkyson. Conspirare faces stiff competi- 
tion (Quartet San Francisco’s praised Brubeck album, 
Bela Fleck with the Detroit Symphony Orchestra, and 
that 800-pound cello-playing gorilla, Yo-Yo Ma), but it 
puts our company of voices in mighty good company 
and keeps that great string of Grammy nominations 
alive.

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Tap That Nut 

In Tapestry’s ‘Of Mice & Music,’ dance is more than the medium; 
it’s the message

When Pyotr Ilich Tchaikovsky composed the score to The 
Nutcracker, he did more than musically evoke a host of sweets; 
he concocted a confection all his own. His melodies for that 
ballet are so amiable to the listener, so impossibly tuneful and 
catchy, they instantaneously carve a sugary groove in your 
brain. They are the original ear candy. 

No offense to choreographer George Balanchine, whose ver- 
sion in the 1950s did so much to popularize The Nutcracker 
as a seasonal tradition, or to Marius 
Petipa, who choreographed the ballet’s 
premiere back in 1892, or even to E.T.A. 

Hoffmann, who penned the original 
story on which the ballet is based, but 
you can’t talk about The Nutcracker s 
enduring appeal without that music, that 
specific combination of rhythms, notes, 
and beats that caramelizes inside your 
auditory senses and gives them a sugar 
rush. You don’t need to have ever seen 
the ballet to know the score, so to speak; 
its sweet allure permeates the culture. 

It’s that music that Walt Disney wanted 
in the leadoff spot in his animated film 
Fantasia and that Spike Jones chose to 
burlesque with cowbells, pennywhistles, 
and silly lyrics, that sweet music that 
Duke Ellington and Billy Strayhorn were 
inspired to spice up with a jazz setting 
and that the Invincible Czars decided to 
rock out, creating a new Austin holiday 
tradition in the process. (See “The Czars 
Were Brightly Shining,” p.42.) 

And now it’s Tchaikovsky’s irresistible rhythms - and, in 
fact, rhythm itself - that is inspiring the latest dance variation 
on The Nutcracker, what Tapestry Dance Company Artistic 
Director Acia Gray considers an Austin-tatious spin on the 
yule tide perennial. In Of Mice & Music, which opens at Salvage 
Vanguard Theater on Monday, dance isn’t just the medium for 
telling the story, it’s the message, with the tale’s enchanted 
cracker of nuts now representing tap and introducing girl hero- 
ine Clara to a world of rhythm, embodied in a new hepped-up 
version of Tchaikovsky’s score by local jazz trio Blue J. 


“Deirdre and I have wanted to do this forever. Forever,” 
says Gray, speaking of her partner and Tapestry co-founder, 
Deirdre Strand. Their initial plan was to choreograph dances 
to the Ellington/S trayhorn Nutcracker Suite that has been 
captivating fans for almost a half-century, though at just 30 
minutes it’s awfully brief for a full-length production. They 
also considered getting the rights to Clara’s Dream: A Jazz 
Nutcracker, a production that’s been a hit for Portsmouth, 
N.H.-based MaD Theatricals, “but the 
more we talked about it, the more I was 
interested in getting our own arrange- 
ments,” says Gray. Still, the project kept 
getting sidelined; if the timing wasn’t 
right, there were budgetary concerns. 
Then, according to the artistic direc- 
tor, Tapestry board President Victoria 
Osborne pressed the matter, indicating 
the need for the company to do more 
and be seen more. That, combined 
with Gray finding a band that was, 
pardon the pun, jazzed about adapting 
Tchaikovsky’s score, led to Gray real- 
izing her longtime dream during her 
company’s 20th anniversary season. 

Tapestry and Blue J crossed paths in 
the South Congress restaurant Botticelli’s, 
where the dancers were engaged in one 
of their periodic Tappy Hour performanc- 
es and the musicians had an evening 
gig. Guitarist Jim Collard, bassist Josh 
Espinoza, and drummer Jason Flenniken 
so liked what they saw (and heard) that 
they suggested teaming up with the dance company. “So many 
musicians have never experienced the world of tap dance and 
having them as soloists, and they were thrilled,” says Gray. 
“And I’m thrilled that we’re working with musicians who are 
excited about doing something different.” The score they have 
developed will feature Tchaikovsky’s melodies reworked in jazz 
arrangements, naturally, but also other musical styles such 
as reggae, a few traditional jazz numbers, and some pieces 
that fuse the two. For instance, Gray notes, in the company’s

annual Soul to Sole Festival, the dancers always perform a 
dance called the Walk Around, or the Coles Stroll, in honor 
of its creator, the legendary hoofer Charles “Honi” Coles. As 
“it’s traditionally done to ‘Take the “A” Train,’” she says, “I 
asked them to take ‘Waltz of the Snowflakes’ and put it in 
4/4 time with an ‘“A” Train’ feel. So you’ll hear ‘“A” Train’ and 
‘Snowflakes’ intermingled. It’s wonderful to recognize those 
melodies in different ways.” 

The story to Of Mice & Music ought to be as recognizable 
to fans of the classic Nutcracker as those Tchaikovsky melodies 
will be, albeit with tweaks that suit this particular dance com- 
pany. Clara and the Nutcracker will do a soft-shoe together. 
The individual solos in the Land of the Sweets will showcase 
the improvisational skills of the Tapestry company members. 
And that battle between the Mouse King and the Nutcracker? 
It’ll be a tap challenge performed to Charles Mingus’ classic 
“Haitian Fight Song.” “The Mouse King won’t necessarily 
lose,” says Gray. “He’ll just say, ‘You earned your spot.’” 

Gray, who will be taking on the pivotal role of Drosselmeyer, 
sees this year’s production as a workshop to see how their 
adaptation hangs together. But her idea is definitely to 
develop this into a Tapestry tradition, one that unites the 
company’s professional dancers with the rising stars of 
its preapprentice youth company, Visions in Rhythm, and 
the children, youth, and adults who study with its dance 
academy, so that the city can appreciate and share in that 
love for rhythm and movement that her company is about. 
“For me,” Gray says, “the excitement about this is pulling 
the community together around Tapestry and having a blast 
with this music.” ■

Once you learn that the band’s aesthetic approach to 
songs is to imagine them as mini symphonies, it makes sense 
that the Invincible Czars would at some point turn their atten- 
tion to a classical suite by Tchaikovsky. It’s when you also 
discover that their musical influences include not only Igor 
Stravinsky but also Van 
Halen, the Melvins, and 
Ween that you realize their 
interpretation is not likely 
to be that of a friendly 
neighborhood chamber 
ensemble. Indeed, The 
Nutcracker Suite, as recon- 
ceived by the Austin rock- 
ers, is an amply electrified 
and synthesized affair that 
irreverently - yet affection- z 
ately - takes Tchaikovsky’s § 
score far beyond the Land | 
of Symphonic Romanticism i 
into the realms of Dixie I 
rock, lounge music, polka, 
heavy metal, and more, with instrumentations that include a 
slide whistle, a jaw harp, and burping to supplement the gui- 
tars, percussion, keyboards, and horns. And that’s probably 
as good an explanation as any as to why this offbeat suite 
has been embraced so readily by Austin, with its live perfor- 
mances becoming an increasingly large draw over the five 
years that the Czars have been playing the Nutcracker. It’s 
smart and goofy all at once; it makes you laugh, and it rocks 


- and Austinites are suckers for that. I mean, how can you not 
love it when the “Arabian Dance” (aka “Coffee”) suddenly 
goes off the rails, first careening into hootenanny territory 
with a country fiddle break and a solo by a pair of air-squirt- 
ing hands, then inexplicably surfacing in a stately rendition of 

“Joy to the World”? Or when 
the “Dance of the Mirlitons” - 
you may know it as “Marzipan” 
- swerves into disco, with a 
funky wah-wah guitar that 
suddenly has you imagining 
those candy shepherds in a 
cheesy Seventies porno? The 
enthusiastic reception led the 
band to self-release a CD of 
the suite in 2007, when it 
became the seventh-highest- 
selling holiday CD at Waterloo 
Records. And it’s prompted col- 
laborations with local groups 
from the Austin Children’s 
Museum and Ballet Austin to 
Wicked Cricket Dance Theatre and the Golden Arm Trio, with 
more gigs outside of Austin. Already this year, the Czars have 
spread their Nutcracker gospel to Houston at Discovery Green 
and Wortham Center and San Marcos’ Central Texas Medical 
Center. This Saturday, Dec. 12, sees the Czars rocking the Nut 
at Jovita’s, 1619 S. First, with a kids’ matinee at 3pm and a 
full-on rock show with the Golden Arm Trio at 9pm. For more 
information, visit www.invincibleczars.com.

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SAY YOU, SAY WE 

PostSecret’s evolution 
from secret selves to a 
community of listeners

Do you have a secret? Sure you do. 
Everybody does. At least one. Have you con- 
sidered writing the secret down? It might 
make you feel better. Or this: Put it down on 
a postcard and send it to a stranger. 

Sounds a little nutty - and by his own 
admission, Frank Warren started the 
PostSecret project in 2004 as a kind of “cre- 
ative prank” - but what began as a lark has 
turned into a potent and hugely popular mix of 
confession and art fit for a Handmade Nation. 
Warren has personally received a half-million 
postcards, anonymously sent and revealing 
everything from secret crushes and crises of 
faith to cancer scares and an overenthusiasm 
for onanism. He’s put it all up on the Web, at 
PostSecret.com, preserving the anonymity but 
in the process also creating a community that 
has since spilled over into the real world. 

The Chronicle recently spoke with Warren 
in advance of his Dec. 12 appearance at 
BookPeople, where he’ll be promoting his lat- 
est collection, PostSecret: Confessions on 
Life , Death , and God. (See this story online 
for a gallery of images from the book.) It will 
be Warren’s first time in Austin since his key- 
note speech at the 2008 South by Southwest 
Interactive Conference - an event made 
especially memorable when an audience 
member came up onstage, professed his 
love for his girlfriend, and proposed to her. 
(She said yes.) It seems wherever Warren 
goes, people can’t help but confess to him. 



Austin Chronicle: So when you began this , did 
you have any idea that youd end up at interactive 
conferences as a very visible Internet personality? 
Frank Warren: [Laughs] Urn ... [long pause] no. 
When I started the project, I knew it would 
always be special for me if I could just execute it 
right, if I could create this safe, nonjudgmental 
place online where people could share the hid- 
den parts of themselves. I knew Id always appre- 
ciate it, but I’ve been shocked by how it’s reso- 
nated with millions of people around the world. 
AC: It is sort of remarkable that this is something 
that essentially begins as a monologue , then 
once it's posted on the Internet it becomes a dia- 
logue >, really - but not necessarily one involving 
the person who started the conversation. 

FW: Yeah, I think you’re really insightful into 
understanding some of the nuances of how 
this new conversation works. We have these 
new communication tools like blogs and 


Twitter that allow a person like me with no pro- 
fessional background to communicate with mil- 
lions of people around the world for free, in 
ways that haven’t been possible before. And I 
think that allows us to have new kinds of con- 
versations and build new kinds of communities 
in very meaningful ways that don’t just operate 
online but can bring people together in the real 
world to build relationships and change lives. 
AC: I'm very curious about how that works , the 
transition from total anonymity to a community 
in which people have names and faces. 

FW: I think it’s just part of the natural evolution 
of the project. I think initially it is easier for 
people to share parts of themselves when they 
feel protected. But I believe that somehow I’ve 
been able to translate that supportive, safe 
environment - the anonymous environment 
that’s on the Web - into a physical place where 
classmates and community members some- 
times feel comfortable sharing very deep, emo- 
tional, funny, or painful secrets in front of hun- 
dreds, sometimes a thousand people. 

AC: I can only imagine how intense this project 
must be for you at times. Especially since a lot 
of these postcards are addressed “ Dear Frank." 
It isn't “ Dear World"; it's “ Dear Frank." 

FW: [Laughs] Yeah. 

AC: How has that been for you - years of having 
deep dark secrets delivered to your front door? 
FW: Well, thankfully, I’m a guy, so I’m pretty 
emotionally stunted to begin with. [Laughs] I 
do think I have had to change over time to 
become the person who can do this every day. 
AC: Have you had any sort of models? I was 
curious if you ever listened to Allan Bridge's 
Apology Line [an answering machine devoted 
to anonymous call-in apologies that ran from 
1980 to 1995]. 

FW: Little bits, little snippets of it. I’m familiar 
with the story. I haven’t heard too many of the 
recordings, but I do think that was an early inspi- 
ration for PostSecret. I would say a greater inspi- 
ration was probably Davy Rothbart and Found 
Magazine. That’s a pretty amazing project, and 
Davy Rothbart is an exceptional person. 

AC: I just interviewed him about six months 
ago. [See “ The Treasure in Other People's 
Trash/' May 29.]

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In addition to operating year-round, our local 
farmers’ markets are among the finest and 
most comprehensive in the country. The mar- 
kets became even more complete this autumn, 
when Richardson Farms became the first 
booth selling freshly ground whole wheat flour. 

Just as most modern Americans have never 
cooked with genuinely fresh-laid eggs, most of 
us haven’t had the pleasure of baking with 
freshly ground flours and meals. Unsurprisingly, 
the difference in flavor is remarkable. 
Richardson Farms’ whole wheat flour is ground 
from hard red winter wheat grown on the 
Richardsons’ Milam County farm. The bright, 
nutty flavor of the grain itself is boldly forward 
on the palate and undiminished by storage. 

Perhaps because the flour is so fresh, 
baked goods made from Richardson’s whole 
wheat are lighter than baked goods made with 
regular whole wheat flour. Local chef Jesse 
Griffiths currently uses Richardson’s whole 
wheat flour in the light, chewy-crusted biscuits 


he serves at the farmers’ market. He also 
uses it for whole wheat bread, muffins, and 
occasionally even beignets. Using the flour for 
pancakes, I’ve found I don’t need to add any 
chemical leavening; the combination of the 
fresh flour and the buttermilk makes perfectly 
raised flapjacks, with a flawless appearance 
and deeply satisfying, old-fashioned flavor. 

“We started out bringing a hundred pounds 
of whole wheat flour to the market on 
Saturdays,” relates farmer Jim Richardson, 
“and we sold out. Every weekend since then, I 
bring a hundred pounds, and it keeps on sell- 
ing out. Right now I have 12 acres in hard red 
winter wheat; it’s doing pretty good, about 4 
inches tall, and I’ll be harvesting it in May. I’m 
looking to find some heritage corn seed for 
the spring, so we can do fresh cornmeal, too.” 

Richardson Farms keeps a booth at the 
Sunset Valley Farmers Market, and the 
flour sells for $2 per pound in a variety of 
package sizes. - Kate Thom berry

and design. Do you have a great picture? Maybe yourself, family, or 
a puppy? Or how about your own band logo? A good bottle of wine 
with a bespoke label can make a nice gift, and Personal Wine, a 
local company, is doing the job in a novel way.

Personal Wine has turned the paradigm on its ear by searching out 
tasty and high-scoring wines and buying hundreds of cases at bottling, 
before the labels are attached. That way, when customers want per- 
sonalized labels, the company can put the labels on good bottles of 
wine that also give evidence of their true provenance. Here’s how it 
works: You design a label using oh-so-easy software (Personal Wine 
will even help over the phone), pick one of 20 wines, wait 10 business 
days, pay a small premium over the price you’d pay in a store, and 
bingo, you have your own personal wine. Added to all this convenience 
is sturdy and very expensive packaging to make sure the wines arrive 
shipshape. Personal Wine products can be ordered on the Web 
(www.personalwine.com) or by calling 512/476-WINE or 800/690-WINE. 
Prices vary from $20 for good California and Texas wines to $280 for 
a wine with a 98 score from the Wine Enthusiast. - Wes Marshall

Austinite Kraig Bonzek discovered this high 
quality olive oil while doing engineering work in 
Israel several years back. He was befriended 
by a man named Samer, who took him to visit 
his small village in the Nazareth Valley, in 
northern Israel outside of Galilee. A main focus 
of the village is to produce organic extra virgin 
olive oil from the Souri variety of olive tree, 
thought to be one of the earliest domesticated 
varieties. After a tour of the orchards and the 
processing facility, where massive granite 
wheels crush the fruit to extract the oil, 

Bonzek left with a liter of oil for his 
Austin kitchen. 

Friends raved about the flavor, 
and when his supply quickly ran 
out and he wanted more, he 
found that there was no local 
outlet for Israeli oil. A call to 
Samer for replacements eventu- 
ally led to Bonzek importing the 
oil to Austin and running Nazareth 
Olive Oil with his wife, Anuva. 

Produced using the cold “Royal” pro- 
cess, low-acid Nazareth oil has a vibrant green- 
ish-gold color, with a complex flavor reminiscent 
of honeyed fruit and mild pepper. It has just the 
right amount of tanginess to balance its smooth, 
rich taste.

It is pro- 
duced by PolyScience, a 
scientific equipment compa- 
ny that has branched out 
into gastronomy after realiz- 
ing how great the demand can be for weird food science tools. The Smoking Gun allows 
you to cold smoke just about anything, including cocktails, without adding heat. You can 
buy hickory, applewood, cherrywood, or mesquite sawdust from them (or make your own 
wood flavorings much more cheaply) or use herbs or spices, teas or coffees, buds, flow- 
ers, or any combination thereof. 

The device is roughly gun-shaped and sits on an acrylic stand, with a rubber hose that 
comes out of the base. Place aromatics in the heating chamber, screw it shut to seal, 
and four AA batteries power the fan that blows the cool smoke through the hose. 
Imagine cold smoking something in a Ziploc resealable bag or in a Rubbermaid 
tub; the possibilities for culinary creativity are endless. Order it through the 
PolyScience store at www.cuisinetechnology.com for about $80.

“If you really want good coffee,” says Robby 
Jones of Pilot House Coffee Roasters, “it needs 
to be freshly roasted.” And what better way to 
have a great cup of joe all the time than to have 
your own roaster deliver coffee beans straight 
to your door? Each afternoon Jones packs up 
his Yamaha scooter with individually wrapped 
packages of beans roasted that morning and 
delivers them to customers who have ordered 
online. Unfolding the brown paper packages 
that wrap the warm, aromatic beans is like hav- 
ing a coffee shop airlifted into your living room. 

Jones is a coffee enthusiast who began 
roasting his own beans five years ago in an 
air popcorn popper before building his own 


Chuao is a major cacao-growing area in 
Venezuela prized for the quality of its pods. It 
seemed only natural for chef Michael Antonorsi 
and his brother Richard to name their company 
after their homeland when they founded their 
innovative chocolate company in 2002. Michael 
became a certified chocolatier after two years 
of concentrated course study in Paris, and after 
establishing their creative chops in San Diego 
County, the pair has gone nationwide. 

The product that has created the most buzz is 
called Firecracker: a 60% cacao bar flavored 
with chipotle chile, sea salt, and popping candy.

The one gadget that gets more use than any other at my 
house is my pair of kitchen shears. I didn’t know I needed 
them until I got them, but I’ve barely put them down since. 
Wusthof kitchen shears are available at Sur la Table for $19.95; 
Ace Mart has Mundial Take-a-Part Kitchen Shears for $7.95. - Kate Thornberry

Claudia’s Holiday Wish List 

A DOUBLE-BURNER-SIZED GRIDDLE 

No. 1 on my list of kitchen wants this year 
- preferably reversible. These very useful and 
versatile utensils are typically made of cast 
iron, cast aluminum, or carbon steel for even 
heating. They can be used on the stove top 
or even on a grill or campfire. Cast iron cook- 
ware lasts for years and is usually passed 
down through generations, improving its 
cooking capacity through seasoning. 
Fortunately, preseasoned cast iron or cast 
aluminum griddles are readily available for 
purchase, from simple ones (known in 
Mexico as comales ) to fancy enameled ones 
such as those made by Rachael Ray’s new 
brand ($110) in beautiful bright colors. The 
reversible feature is a plus, so you can use 
the smooth griddle side for cooking tortillas, 
pancakes, or grill-pressed sandwiches, while 
the ridged grill side is ideal for cooking stove- 
top hamburgers, steaks, and sausages. 

Some are slightly sloped so the grease gets 
directed away from the meat. This also 
makes them easier to clean. The Lodge Logic 
Pro (about $70) or the ones from Le Creuset 
($160 or so) are lovely, but less expensive 
options are also available around town. 

Check out Callahan’s General Store, 

Cabela’s, Mission Restaurant Supply, REI, 
Breed & Co., and the Le Creuset outlet in 
San Marcos. 




BAKING TILES AND PIZZA STONES 

After receiving a bread baking cookbook 
this fall, I have decided to give artisan bread 
baking a try. For that purpose, having a set 
of unglazed baking tiles or a pizza stone 
would be ideal. Adding them to a standard 
home oven duplicates the effect of a 
European-style brick oven since they store 
up and redistribute heat evenly, which is the 
key to a good crust. And as we all know, a 
good crust is the key to everything. These 
things can be used to bake bread, rolls, 
crackers, and the best crispy crust pizza. 
Their heat-retaining properties also make 
them useful for keeping foods warm without 
cooking them further. While doing some 
research, I found that Old Stone Oven bak- 
ing tiles and stones are considered to be 
some of the best. The brand’s set of six 
6-inch-by-6-inch tiles ($36.99 at Amazon) is 
a good idea since they can be used individ- 
ually (as in a toaster oven) or together to 
form a larger surface, but the 14-inch-by- 
16-inch rectangular stone ($37.99) will do 
just fine. A wooden pizza paddle to remove 
the finished product from the oven would 
make a perfect complement. Most kitchen 
specialty stores carry pizza stones, so try 
Faraday’s Kitchen Store, Breed & Co., 
Williams-Sonoma, or Sur la Table.

Werner Herzog talks about his eccentric tour de 
farce, ‘Bad Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans’

Werner Herzog has always been a feral filmmaker. Confirmation of the director’s wild-man 
streak can be seen in virtually every project he’s ever been involved in, from the Les Blank-helmed 
Werner Herzog Eats His Shoe and the Herzog/Klaus Kinski double-team of Fitzcarraldo, as well as 
in his more recent documentary works Grizzly Man and Encounters at the End of the World. 

His new film, Bad Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans, is a different but no less beastly gut- 
ter’s-eye view of the most dangerous game, replete with hallucinatory reptiles and dancing 
souls. Related in name only to the scummy, visceral sucker punch that was Abel Ferrara’s 
1992 Bad Lieutenant, Herzog has enlisted a mesmerizing Nicolas Cage as a thoroughly 
unhinged police detective encountering his own feral side in a city that’s already been through 
the end of the world. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke with Herzog by phone about Bad Lieutenant and his other new proj- 
ect, Werner Herzog’s Rogue Film School, and learned that for Herzog, class is always in session.

THE BIG SEEDY 


Austin Chronicle: The lunatic tone of Cage's 
performance here put me in mind of his 
work in Robert Bierman’s Vampire’s Kiss. 

Was that a reference point for either his act- 
ing or your direction? 

Werner Herzog: No, I haven’t seen that one. 
But now I shall. I’m lagging behind in many 
ways; I’m sorry. 

AC: Not to worry. Again , though , Cage's perfor- 
mance borders on a sort of barely controlled 
hysteria that might remind some of your long- 
time fans of your work with Klaus Kinski. 

WH: I don’t think it would do justice to Kinski 
nor do justice to Nicolas Cage if we tried to 
enforce comparisons between the two. 
However, we can say that both have an incred- 
ible presence and that intensity on screen. 
AC: I'm wondering if all the tics , twitches , and 
hunchbacked , shambolic gait of Cage's bat- 
tered protagonist were in the script or if he 
improvised some of that on set. 

WH: Well, yes, I had the feeling that he had 
to have the liberty to design much of [the 
character] himself and bring his whole experi- 


ence into it. He always felt very safe and 
knew that I would give him a platform from 
which he knew he could branch out. 

AC: Bad Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans 
contains my single favorite line of dialogue of 
the year: " Shoot him again. His soul is still 
dancing." Was that in the original script? It's 
such a pure Werner Herzog moment in the film. 
WH: Yes, right, that was my spontaneous 
invention on the set. And 
also I invented the break- 
dancer, and that was what 
Nicolas really loved. I just 
threw it at him very spon- 
taneously, and he turned 
to me and he said, “Finally, somebody who 
gives me my best lines in my life!” 

AC: The city of New Orleans serves as a sec- 
ondary character in the film , neatly mirroring 
Cage's character. From a filmmaking stand- 
point , did you have any difficulties shooting in 
the wake of Hurricane Katrina? 

WH: Not really because the city was not 
flooded anymore and people have begun to 


move back slowly. All the basic things are 
functioning in New Orleans, so, no, there were 
no specific difficulties. However, we needed 
the support of the police department, and 
they had the nerve and they had the sense of 
poetry to support us, which I really admired. 
AC: Were they familiar with your work? I have 
an image of them watching Aguirre: The 
Wrath of God as the levees broke , but I doubt 
that was the case. 

WH: Most of them 
didn’t know who I was 
and what my work had 
been. They looked at 
the screenplay, and, 
of course, the police don’t look that good in 
the screenplay. However, the [character of 
the] police chief is a very dignified and righ- 
teous good man, and I think the police in 
New Orleans understood that, yeah, this 
was movies. 

AC: You recently started something you're 
calling Werner Herzog's Rogue Film School 

[www.roguefilmschool.comj. Is this your 


response to the seismic changes that have 
taken place in the art and craft of filmmak- 
ing in the past decade or so? I mean that 
in the sense that the professional-grade 
tools of filmmaking are now within financial 
reach of nearly anyone who wants to make 
a film. 

WH: Yes, the role of the filmmaker has not 
changed but for one difference. How shall I 
say it? “They can’t complain anymore.” Just go 
and do it. I would not allow the culture of com- 
plaint. You just grab a camera and go do it. 

The Rogue Film School is a way to ulti- 
mately encourage people to realize their own 
dreams. It’s about a way of life, a way of 
being daring, a way of doing things that 
come from raw life itself. And not only raw 
life but also I’m including a reading list that 
starts out with Virgil from Roman antiquity, 
and I’m going to tell them, “Take it seriously: 
Read, read, read, read.” It’s not about the 
regular way of learning techniques to make 
films. For that you have to apply to your local 
film school. ■

THE HOLIDAY SPIRIT, LIGHTLY WARPED

Filmmaker John Waters is not exactly the kind of guy one 
pictures curled up next to stockings hung by a fireplace, sing- 
ing Yuletide carols. Were we to imagine him filled with the 
Noel spirit, it would more likely be that of Noel Coward than 
the glad tidings of the holiday. Don’t worry: The director of 
Pink Flamingos and Female Trouble hasn’t gone all soft and 
squishy on the subject; there’s still plenty of “bah, humbug” 
left in the gent. Yet on the occasion of Waters’ appearance in 
Austin this Saturday to present his one-man show, A John 
Waters Christmas, at the Paramount, we talked with him by 
phone to find out what the holidays are truly like in the 
Waters household. 

“Christmas to me is a tradition that I both embrace and 
subvert, and I certainly talk about that heavily in A John 
Waters Christmas,” he says. “The show has really devel- 
oped over time, so I’m thinking about Christmas all year. 
Christmas is a time-consuming compulsion where I feel 
greedy, needy, and horny for gifts and filled with an 
unhealthy need to please. I buy presents for millions of 


people. I get presents. I’m a participator 
in the entire thing. 

“I understand why people hate it,” he con- 
tinues, “and I understand why people love it. 

What I don’t understand is the people who 
think they can ignore it - because they can- 
not, no matter what religion. Jewish people 
can’t ignore it. Muslims can’t ignore it. 

Nobody can ignore it. Agnostics, atheists 
can’t ignore it because they’re offended. I’m 
for the separation of state and church, for real, but I do find it 
amazing. Even if I don’t believe in it, I find it amazing to watch. 
It is a great time to be a voyeur - or a criminal - at Christmas. 

And when he’s not observing our culture’s celebration of the 
season, how does John Waters personally mark the holiday? 
“We have a custom in our family,” he tells me. “I look for my 
parents’ scrapbook. There’s a picture of us every year in front 
of a fireplace with a stocking. I think that’s great. And you can 
tell when I have long hair, when I’m on LSD and stuff. It’s kind 


of a tradition I enjoy looking back 
on. And I’m glad that my parents 
took the picture. A lot of people my 
age don’t have pictures of when they 
looked weird because their parents 
hated how they looked so much that 
they never took their picture.” 

How many of these observations 
make it into his Christmas show? 
“Oh, a lot. I just finished writing it 
about two days ago,” he replies. “I 
talk about everything. I talk about 
presents. I talk about what I want for 
Christmas: my own magazine. I talk 
about my own amusement park that I want. Is Christmas sexy? 
Can you be sexually attracted to Santa Claus? And my hatred 
for the Easter Bunny, which I really find offensive and rank at the 
bottom of all children’s fantasy figures. I talk about 101 things I 
love and hate about Christmas. I talk about all my films and 
what I’d do to remake them as Christmas movies. There’s no 
detail left unturned.” ■

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On His Mark 

Richard Linklater explores the rich contradictions of 
artifice and reality, theatre and film, love and desire 
in ‘Me and Orson Welles’

When entering a theatre to see any film by 
director Richard Linklater for the first time, 
one can’t be sure what to expect. Clearly he 
tackles each film on its own terms, attempt- 
ing some harmonic cinematic consistency 
between style, acting, story, and theme. This 
is so that each of his films will absolutely 
work as a sovereign entity with every aspect of 
the work complementing and supporting all 
the others. Over the last two decades, he has 
created one of the most exciting and brilliant 
bodies of work, but his hunger for new ideas 
may have led some to underestimate the qual- 
ity and relatedness of his overall output. 

In past films he has pushed any number of 
narrative boundaries. Some films are exercis- 
es in reimagining cinema style (he’s shown a 
special interest in animation). Yet he has also 
made straight-ahead narratives that still wow 
even with their more traditional methods. 
Linklater has a clear affection for cinematic 
innovation, which is obvious in such films 
as It’s Impossible to Learn to Plow by Reading 
Books , Slacker, Tape, Waking Life, and A 
Scanner Darkly. His range is such, however, 
that he is equally skilled and interested 
when making films with more traditional 
linear stories, styles, and textures: Witness 
Dazed and Confused, Before Sunrise, School of 
Rock, The Newton Boys, Bad News Bears, and 
Before Sunset. 

There are a few recurring motifs in Linklater ’s 
films. Obviously he is interested in philosophy 
and metaphysics. There is something about 
conspiracy theories that attracts him. He loves 
sports and is interested in how culture makes 
meaning for different people in different ways. 


There is often a fascination with time; almost 
half his films occur in compacted periods of 
time (most often a 24-hour day). In Before 
Sunset he goes the distance in setting the film 
in real time - an 80-minute film about 80 
minutes in the lives of two people. In Me and 
Orson Welles, Linklater ’s latest film, the finite 
time is stretched to a full week. 

A period piece set in the 1930s about a 
famous but not-that-well-known history (the 
Mercury Theatre is constantly referenced in 
books but rarely explained), Me and Orson 
Welles is Linklater at his finest. The story, 
which was adapted by Holly Gent Palmo and 
Vincent Palmo Jr. from the novel by Robert 
Kaplow, is about a teenage actor named 
Richard Samuels (beautifully played by Zac 
Efron) who almost accidentally falls into a role 
in Julius Caesar, the Mercury Theatre’s debut 
production directed by and starring Orson 
Welles (Christian McKay). In Welles’ hands, 
the Shakespeare play has become a work of 
innovative, groundbreaking theatre, but there 
is only a week of rehearsals left before opening 
night. Carefully, the film explores a theatrical 
perfect storm of idiosyncratic personalities 
crashing together under the pressure of that 
impending deadline. The natural chaos of 
the week is intensified by the capricious, 
spontaneous, often-passionate, and just-as- 
often-arrogant genius of Orson Welles. There 
is no way Welles could not be at the center 
of the film, thus enriching the film’s focus on 
relationships, including those between actor 
and director, theatrical work and real life, ado- 
lescence and desire, affection and love, and of 
a genius with those around him. 


Trying to consider the layering and texturing 
of as complex a work as Me and Orson Welles in 
a linear prose piece is going to fall short. There 
really is not that much of an age difference, 
for example, between the naive 17-year-old 
high school student Richard and Welles, the 
2 2-year- old larger-than-life cultural legend. At 
no time in the film is this irony specifically 
noted, but over the course of the film, whether 
or not it becomes overtly apparent to the 
viewer, it still adds another layer of meaning. 

Theatre itself is a world of illusion, and 
the film is about the many layers of illusion 
involved, not just the ones created for the 
audience, with so many intersecting planes 
dealt with in the most casual of ways. Without 
pretension, Me and Orson Welles deals with 
how the world of constructed fiction (a film, a 
play) articulates a story that is supposed to be 
of real life but of course is also constructed. 

□ 

One of the few Linklater signatures evident 
in all his films is his skill at working with 
actors. It’s not just that there is rarely a bad 
performance in one of his films; it’s that all 
the skills the actors bring to the screen are 
in service of the characters and the story. 
Rarely does any single actor in his films give 
an overwhelmingly bells-and-whistles perfor- 
mance designed to stun you with its brilliance 
while casting a dark shadow over the rest of 
the cast. Instead, in every film the emphasis 
is on ensemble acting: The whole of the cast 
is better and more powerful than any one 
performance. Linklater believes in intensely 
rehearsing the cast before the film starts 
shooting, which bears results on the screen. 
Regularly Linklater gets some of his veteran 
actors to hit career highs, including Matthew 
McConaughey, Julie Delpy, Ethan Hawke, 
Keanu Reeves, and Jack Black (his perfor- 
mance in School of Rock is one of his best). 

Linklater ’s films typically focus on the kind 
of storytelling that works best with ensemble 
acting, and that is true of Me and Orson Welles 
and its consistently strong cast, too. Still, the 
most stunning aspect of the film is the incan- 


descent portrayal of Welles by McKay, a former 
concert pianist who eventually turned to acting. 
(Me and Orson Welles is not McKay’s first take 
on Welles, which was in Rosebud: The Lives 
of Orson Welles, performed at the Edinburgh 
Festival Fringe and in London, Toronto, and 
New York.) This is an astonishing performance, 
yet as much as it intrinsically draws attention 
to itself, its support of the overall film is not 
diminished. It is just that McKay’s Welles is so 
on-target Welles that there is no way he could 
not dominate the proceedings. 

In the film Welles is a character played by 
an actor, but there is also the unavoidable cul- 
tural meta-presence of Welles because of his 
exaggerated grandiosity in his many film roles, 
TV commercials, talk show appearances, and 
his life, lived so large. The performance is so 
spit-perfect, however, that it is enriched rather 
than diminished by the layering of McKay 
as Welles with remembered fragments of the 
real Welles, from the newsreel footage at the 
beginning of Citizen Kane to his turn in The 
Third Man to him, impossibly fresh-faced, in 
The Lady From Shanghai. 

Cliff Robertson starred as John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy in the 1963 film PT 109, about the 
future president’s heroics during World War II. 
There was one unforgettable review that said 
Robertson’s Kennedy strode the deck of the 
PT 109 as though he knew he would be presi- 
dent one day. It is impossible to read about 
Welles or watch his movies without witnessing 
his casual acceptance of his own genius. 

Keep in mind that in 1937, the year in 
which Me and Orson Welles is set, the 22-year- 
old Welles had already made a name for 
himself in the theatre world. The next year 
he would soar into national legend when 
The Mercury Theatre on the Air presented its 
adaptation of H.G. Wells’ War of the Worlds 
on Oct. 30. Just a few short years after that, 
Citizen Kane would be released. This is the 
future of McKay’s character. Within the film, 
he walks the theatre’s stage with all the 
confidence, anger, energy, and impatience of

Welles, but of Welles as a young man - sure, 
one who is arrogant, cocky, self-satisfied, and 
self-assured; one certain that the future will 
find him producing great work; but not one 
who is specifically aware of what is coming, 
knowing both just how high he will rise and 
then slowly fall. 

Zac Efron certainly knows something about 
meteoric fame, having become a star as the lead 
in High School Musical, High School Musical 2, 
and High School Musical 3: Senior Year. Efron 
has had success on the stage, in television, 
and in films ( Hairspray , 17 Again). His perfor- 
mance in this film as a young actor - some- 
what cocky but also uncertain, very excited 
but also romantic - is on target, anchoring the 
film in ways that allow it and McKay’s bravura 
performance to work in concert. 

Efron’s is one of those performances that 
requires the actor to do so much but in such a 
necessarily casual way that the yeoman’s work 
in the context of the overall film is easy not to 
notice. I’ve already read some reviews grading 
him as adequate but only adequate, which 
(as all too many current reviewers fall prey 
to) is more a comment on his fame than his 
performance. That this is a reaction to Efron’s 
greater public/media/cultural presence rather 
than a review of his performance is wonder- 
fully ironic in that any movie with Welles as a 
character has to be more about the phenom- 
enon of “Orson Welles” than about the man. 

Often when a film’s subtext is this layer- 
ing of artifice and reality, of created narrative 
theatre set against real-life theatrics (the roles 
we play for one another), by the work’s end, 
it’s become sophomoric. The complexity of 
all the layers having some validity, with life 
portrayed as a series of contradictions - sin- 
cerity with cynicism, romance with manipu- 
lation, desire with ego - is too often not 
even attempted. Instead the most complex 
difficulties of life are presented as mysteries 
with accessible solutions; the most compli- 
cated situations can be clarified and solved as 
easily as pulling back the curtain exposed the 
Wizard as just a man. 


The ambitions of this film are more sophis- 
ticated. There is not one truth, but rather 
the complexities of the characters resonate 
against the many meanings of the narrative 
and the setting. 

When dealing with love/sex/affection, too 
often works of fiction buy into the mythic. The 
romance is transcendent, and the lovers are 
more fantastic ideals than humans. The finite 
nature of film allows romance to be presented 
as an infinite rising of passion and interest. 
Rather than being forced to sustain the magic 
through the tortured course of everyday life, 
the film just ends. Thus it is never forced to 
deal with the mundane textures of everyday 
life to which even the most glorious mating of 
two mythic characters (instead of two people) 
must return. 

There are a handful of films that take the 
myth to its celestial glory but then go back 
to Earth, where the characters go from being 
nobility to just being people. Among these are 
Last Tango in Paris, The Palm Beach Story, In a 
Lonely Place, and Linklater’s Before Sunset. 

Me and Orson Welles offers romance and 
relationships (sexual, romantic, power, 
opportunistic), though that is just one of 
its threads. It is not as strictly focused on a 
relationship as the films mentioned above. 
Richard flirts (and more) with Sonja Jones, 
an attractive, career-oriented assistant at the 
Mercury (played by Claire Danes). Welles, a 
notorious Lothario, is also interested in her. 
What Sonja is most interested in is getting 
a meeting with David O. Selznick. In order 
for the film to not go flat, Danes has to 
negotiate a very tricky path on which she is 
genuine and honest, affectionate and ambi- 
tious. She has to be a fully developed three- 
dimensional character, a goal Danes nails 
as easily as a basketball superstar making a 
slam dunk. 

The film works so well at evoking Welles 
and the people around him, the times, and 
history because the three fully realized lead 
performances are matched in skill by the 
entire cast.

While he wouldn’t conquer the cinema 
until the Forties, Welles’ remarkable theatri- 
cal career was already far along and well- 
established by 1937. At the age of 15, he both 
acted and directed at Dublin’s Gate Theatre. 
He debuted on Broadway at 18 in Romeo and 
Juliet. The next year he collaborated with John 
Houseman for the Phoenix Theatre Group 
and the Federal Theatre Project. At the latter, 
Houseman and Welles staged - or at least 
tried to stage - Marc Blitzstein’s very radical 
play The Cradle Will Rock. On what was to be 
the opening night, the theatre was actually 
closed down. Instead of giving up, Houseman, 
Welles, and company found another theatre 
where they put on the production. 

In 1937, the 21 -year- 
old Welles and Houseman 
founded the Mercury 
Theatre company. Julius 
Caesar was the debut pro- 
duction. The driving ideas 
behind the Mercury were 
the fostering of young tal- 
ent and the unique and 
innovative staging of plays. 

Thus Julius Caesar was set 
in a fascist state, while the 
later all-black production of 
Macbeth was set in Haiti. 

The Mercury Theatre 
company is the stuff of leg- 
end, and, sadly, a fast-fading 
one (the building that housed the Mercury 
Theatre, the Comedy Theatre on 41st Street and 
Broadway, was tom down in 1942). One of the 
great pleasures of Me and Orson Welles is that it 
gives an idea as to how these plays were staged. 
All histories relate that the plays were reimag- 
ined into cutting-edge, avant-garde works, but 
without ever getting a chance to see the plays, 
what does that really mean? Within the film, 
Linklater presents the play with an audacious 
theatrical ingenuity in which the staging is as 
cmcial as the acting. Linklater’s efforts toward 
realizing the innovations of this play within 


a film enrich the work while mirroring his 
cinematic ambitions. In detail, in dialogue, in 
mise-en-scene, and in the characters and their 
interactions, the film is inventive and daring 
regardless of its narrative storytelling form. 

As much as any working director and far 
more than most, each film by Linklater is a 
cinematic adventure, each its own fresh act of 
imagination and filmic storytelling. A restless 
cinematic talent, Linklater falls into no easy or 
repetitive categories. Linklater’s are never just 
films made to do well at the box office; they 
are works by a filmmaker who in some ways 
is working first and foremost for himself. This 
is not because of limited vision, outrageous 
egotism, or a lack of caring for the audience. 
By making the very best film he can make, he 
is not playing down to the 
audience or limiting him- 
self to massaging only its 
lowest common emotional 
and intelligent denomina- 
tors. Instead his determi- 
nation is an act of absolute 
respect for the audience 
- one that on more than 
a few occasions has quite 
sadly not been reciprocated 
by them, especially at first. 

In a creative writing class 
many decades back, the dis- 
tinction was made between 
those who write for a liv- 
ing (or pleasure) and those 
who do so because they have to, because they 
are driven. The example of the latter was James 
Baldwin. The former lands on a desert island 
and can build a house, find a source of fresh 
water, figure out what there is around that can 
be eaten, and settle into a lifestyle. A writer 
will cut down the tree to make paper from the 
bark, will find berries or whatever to make ink 
and write. Without paper, ink, camera, or cel- 
luloid, Linklater would make movies. It’s what 
he does. ■

Rotating 

Kitchen 


I am not going to write about Tiger Woods 
(okay, maybe just a little). I’m not going to 
write about that couple that snuck into the 
White House state dinner except to say one 
thing: Yikes! I am not going to write about 
the Octomom (do people still write about 
her?) or Kate and Jon Gosselin or any 
other person who, by virtue of doing some- 
thing outrageous, stupid, or revolting, has 
become a celebrity No, I’m going to write 
about Rotating Kitchen by Zeger Reyers. 
I just learned about it this week, thanks 
to Facebook. Reyers is an artist from the 
Netherlands who recently launched his art 
installation Rotating Kitchen at the “Eating 
the Universe” exhibit at the Kunsthalle 
Diisseldorf. Among other sites, you can 
view his installation in its entirety 
here: www.vimeo.com/7887463. 

For those of you not at a com- 
puter, let me explain what you 
would see. 

Reyers designed a life-sized 
kitchen scene inside a large box, 
open on one side. The kitchen is 
fully appointed (less major appli- 
ances, from what I can see). The cabinets 
and drawers are filled with kitchen supplies; 
the counters have the bric-a-brac you’d find on 
any kitchen counter; there’s a fluted, opera- 
tional swag lamp that hangs over the entire 
scene. The box is displayed in the corner of the 
gallery, rigged up on a machine to make the 
box turn. That’s right. Someone flips a switch, 
and the box makes an entire, 360-degree turn 
so that halfway through, the floor is now the 
ceiling. The rotation occurs incrementally, and 
the whole thing takes place in about 12 min- 
utes. As you might expect, glasses and plates 
and utensils fall out of cabinets and break; 
fruit rolls off the counter and bounces away; 
cabinets and drawers yawn open, and their 
contents splatter to the surface beneath them. 
I love the Internet. How else would I have seen 
this event, half a world away? 

Now I’m sure the experience would have 
been much different had I been among the 
assembled onlookers watching this orga- 
nized disaster at floor level, but as I watched

on my computer, on my 
lap, I was intrigued, 
amused, and annoyed - 
all at once and not in that 
order. In other words, I 
had a “eureka” moment. 

I was having a hard time 
understanding why Tiger 
Woods’ apparent marital 
problems were news. Of 
course, it didn’t start that way. I first heard 
of his car accident on the radio, and as the 
tale progressed and it became clear that it 
was a domestic dispute, the only thing I 
could think was: Here we go again with 
the schadenfreude show, in which the 
world at large takes pleasure in a famous 
person’s pain/downfall/foibles/stupidass 
mistake. The bigger the celebrity, the larg- 
er the pleasure, it seems. If Tiger Woods 
were not such a genial-seeming guy, you 
can bet the chatter about this would be 
much more snarky. As it is, his domestic 
problems are played for laughs ( Saturday 
Night Live did a skit about it last week). I 
wonder how funny it would be had Woods 
been the one found with a golf club 
in hand, standing over his wife 
sprawled in the street after she 
hit a fire hydrant? 

My first thought when I was 
watching Rotating Kitchen was 
that it was the upper-middle- 
class version of stock-car racing. 
Just switch out the com dogs 
and beer with wine and cheese, 
and you’re good to go. Comments 
about the video at Vimeo.com were mostly 
complimentary, with a perplexed “Why?” 
thrown in there a couple of times and a 
few self-serving questions about funding. 
But most of the comments called Rotating 
Kitchen beautiful, amazing, and brilliant. 
There is something mesmerizing about the 
sound of breaking glass and watching a 
microcosm of the world - in this case, 
the most domestic room of most people’s 
lives - tipped and toppled and ultimately 
destroyed. It’s especially engrossing if it’s 
not your world and you can watch from a 
safe distance with a nice Shiraz in hand. 

So now I get it. 

When it comes right down to it, people 
like to see how stuff gets messed up. 

My only lingering question is: Who gets 
to clean it up?

Signing Off 


David Garza never suffered a sophomore slump with Twang Twang Shock-a- 
Boom, the quirky acoustic trio he formed his freshman year with drummer Chris 
Searles and bassist Jeff Haley at the University of Texas. Over the course of 
two semesters (1989-1990), Twang Twang went from busking on the West Mall to 
being one of the hottest tickets in town, recording more than 50 songs in the pro- 
cess. The band’s most well-known tape, Me So Twangy, which was recorded and 
mixed in one day, sold 5,000 copies, mostly at Waterloo Records, and has been 
digitally and physically reissued. An anthology collection is scheduled to drop next 
year. “It just seemed like a natural thing to do for three people that maybe felt a 
bit restrained from the music school,” reminisces Haley, who relocated to New 
York, about playing on campus. The trio broke up in 1990 but reunited in 1996 
for a West Coast tour that ultimately led to Garza’s deal with Atlantic Records 
(see “Musical Manifesto,” April 3, 1998). A couple of holiday shows followed a 
decade later, and following a free happy hour performance at the Austin Farmers’ 
Market at the Triangle on Wednesday, Twang Twang takes a formal bow at the 
Cactus Cafe this weekend, Dec. 11-12. “When we play together, it’s like no time 
has passed,” Haley concludes. “We’re like brothers.” 


Edge of a Dream 

Capping off a banner year, Wimberley teen Sarah Jarosz, who opens for the Dave 
Rawlings Machine with Gillian Welch at the Parish, Dec. 13-14 (see Music Listings, 
p.92), earned her first Grammy nomination for Best Country Instrumental Performance for 
“Mansinneedof” from her stellar Sugar Hill debut, Song Up in Her Head. A freshman at the 
New England Conservatory, Jarosz co-produced the album, whose “Long Journey” aired 
on ABC’s Brothers and Sisters on Sunday, and will face off in the category against former 
locals the Greencards’ “The Crystal Merchant.” All together, 39 Texas-born or -based acts 
lassoed a total of 58 nominations, nearly double that of last year, led by Beyonce’s clean- 
sweeping 10 nominations. Other nominees for the 52nd annual ceremony, Jan. 31, 2010, 
at the Los Angeles Staples Center, include Willie & the Wheel (Best Americana Album), 
Ruthie Foster (Best Contemporary Blues Album), and Shawn Colvin, whose Live album 
is up for Best Contemporary Folk Album alongside Steve Earle’s poignant tribute Townes. 
In the confounding category of Best Classical Crossover Album, renowned chamber ensem- 
ble Conspirare earned its fifth nod for the A Company of Voices concert, recorded at the 
Long Center last October, while Austin author Douglas Brinkley is up for Best Album 
Notes for Gonzo: The Life and Work of Dr. Hunter S. Thompson.

“It was just such a trip,” smiles Spencer 
Perskin of Shiva’s Headband, reflecting 
on the legacy of the Armadillo World 
Headquarters (see “Shiva’s Headband 
Experience,” Aug. 12, 2005). “Everybody 
wanted to be a part of 
it, and it took a com- 
munity to make it 
work.” It was Shiva’s 
first single, 1969’s 
“Take Me to the 
Mountains,” released 
on Perskin ’s 
Armadillo Records, 
that caught Capitol’s 
attention, and the 
resulting major label 
advance helped fund 
the opening of the 

legendary local venue the following year. 

The rest is a glorious haze. Armadillo 
Records went on to release Angela 
Strehli’s first 7-inch, a studio LP by 

Kenneth Threadgill, and a Bugs 
Henderson live album, 1978’s At Last. 


After a three-decade hiatus, the imprint is 
relaunching with a new release from ’Dillo 
staple and longtime label head Hank 
Alrich and his daughter, Shaidri, with 
Doug Harman, Carry Me Home, which fea- 
tures on its cover the last 
piece of art completed 
by the late Bill Narum.

I slipped into work quietly that Friday 
morning, opened up Do What You Want Be 
What You Are (RCA/Legacy), the new 4-CD 
box set from Daryl Hall and John Oates, took 
out disc three, and put it in the boombox. The 
opening notes of “You Make My Dreams” cut 
the late-morning cubicle din, unmistakable to 
people of a certain age and synonymous with 
wedding receptions. By “I Can’t Go for That 
(No Can Do),” people in the nearby vicinity 
started singing along, trading verses. 

“Maneater”: Colleagues have been drawn in 
from other parts of the building, fingering my box 
set with envy, heads nodding in recognition. 

“Out of Touch”: The office has transformed 
into something out of a choreographed dance 
scene from a 1980s film. 

My Hall & Oates Irresistibility Experiment 
had yielded good results. 

I’ve always posited Hall & Oates as part of 
pop music’s fabric: impeccable harmonies, 
catchy refrains, and Brill Building song struc- 
ture. Across the decades, they’ve written varia- 
tions of the perfect pop tune, and, as a result, 
those songs have been karaoked and cultur- 
ized to another level, one placing them in a 
very special kind of limbo between legendary 
and novelty. 

My Hall & Oates experience started with 
MTV and the video for “Maneater,” which sort 
of terrified me, but that sax solo was killer. I 
made my mom buy me Big Bam Boom on cas- 
sette, and I took to dancing on my parents’ 
water bed to the video for “Out of Touch,” 
until a leak mysteriously appeared. 

I listened to them through the bad techno 
and ska phases of my teens and throughout 
my early 20s, when I was often living in shit- 
ty apartments where shitty bands crashed. 
Hall & Oates were something punks and 
mods and hippies could all agree on. “They 
strike a universal chord,” a college friend 


once said, right before dropping liquid acid 
into his eye. 

Do What You Want Be What You Are illus- 
trates that sentiment. 

Countless Hall & Oates compilations usu- 
ally capture only one period, the 1980s, which 
rightly was the duo’s decade. Though packag- 
ing here is too Behind the Music, the discs go 
back to 1966 in overview of the complete 
discography, which tallies 16 albums. The 
duo compiled all the songs and annotated 
the majority of the 74 tracks, as well as their 
decades-long friendship.

Soul infuses the first disc, leading with 
Motown-inspired tracks from a teenage Hall 
in vocal group the Temp tones (“Girl I Love 
You”) and Oates fronting the Masters (“I Need 
Your Love”). Folkie early 1970s as Whole Oats 
and 1973’s Abandoned Luncheonette, their first 
LP as Hall & Oates, find them rounding the 
curve, and “You’re Much Too Soon” and “Is It 
a Star” from ’74’s War Babies are straight up 
Steely Dan. The five live tracks from London 


1975 find them jamming way harder than the 
Dan, too. Disc two then turns the wheel. 

In the mid-1970s, when H&O were pegged 
“blue-eyed soul,” the music they produced is 
really what vocal harmony groups like Grizzly 
Bear are reframing now: the clapping, easy 
harmonies of “Rich Girl” and textured stutter 
of “Have I Been Away Too Long.” In the Do 
What Be What liners, Hall mentions working 
with Robert Fripp on Sacred Songs, his first 



solo album, and “Have I Been Away Too Long” 
is of that mindset, as is the Eno-esque “August 
Day.” He calls it “progressive R&B,” the per- 
fect name for earwigs like “Kiss on My List” 
and “Sara Smile.” 

Disc three contains the golden ticket, from 
the early to mid-1980s, when Hall & Oates 


veered easily into the New Wave pop of radio 
and stylized videos of MTV Note that Hall’s 
vocal range has gotten even more elastic by 
songs like “One on One” and “Method of 
Modern Love.” Live tracks from the Apollo in 
1985, when they were joined by Temptations 
Eddie Kendrick and David Ruffin, bring it 
all full circle. “After doing that show,” writes 
Hall in the booklet, “it made me think, ‘Okay, 
we’ve done this, now what?”’ 

Cue the last CD, spanning the late 1980s to 
present. It’s certainly not throwaway material 
- the unreleased tracks are a nice bonus - but 
the post- 1980s stuff is more a quick cleanup, 
like being rushed out of a restaurant after din- 
ner without seeing the dessert menu. 

Last month, I was on a plane overseas, 
half-watching (500) Days of Summer. My eyes 
snapped open during a scene that could have 
been totally sappy in another movie: A love- 
struck Joseph Gordon-Levitt dances giddily 
down the street in step with choreographed 
dancers to “You Make My Dreams,” after a 
sleepover with the alluring but unavailable 
Zooey Deschanel. Guy wants girl; girl wants 
guy, but not . . . that way. There it is, possibly 
every Hall & Oates song ever written. Positivity 
in the face of impending heartbreak. 

“I don’t think our songs are that posi- 
tive at all,” John Oates disagrees by phone. 
“Take ‘Kiss on My List.’ Your kiss is on the 
list of the best things in life, but it’s not the 
best thing. ‘I Can’t Go for That’ is about 
rebellion in the music business. Our songs 
are deceptively simple, but I think once you 
delve into the lyrics, there’s more there than 
you might think.” 

Oates sees Do What You Want Be What You 
Are as a chronological evolution, as well as 
a place for the more adventurous and avant- 
garde songs they don’t usually get credit for. 
He also recognizes their bizarre shelf in pop 
culture’s cupboard. Hall has a Web show, 
Live From Daryl’s House, where he plays with 
contemporaries and younger players who no 
doubt grew up idolizing him. Flight of the 
Conchords’ traded verses and simple melo- 
dies mirror H&O’s, and Hall’s cameo on the 
show, as an open-mic host butchering the 
band’s name, was comic catharsis. 

Oates has been on the cult MTV show 
Wonder Showzen, and a cartoon has been 
created about his once-iconic mustache. It 
may seem like novelty, but the box set largely 
succeeds as a continuum. Instead of being 
relegated to the casino circuit, doomed to 
play “You Make My Dreams” over and over for 
eternity, Hall & Oates have figured out how to 
keep the legend relevant. 

“We’ve become weirdly iconic.” 

Yes, as my experiment proved. You okay 
with that? 

“Yeah, I’m fine.” ■ 
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his replacement, Brian Johnson, jab-’n’- 
stab surprisingly lean past a “Who Made 
Who” remix, notably “Heatseeker” stinger 
“Snake Eye.” One of the Scotsman’s 
better lyrics before Malcolm and Angus 
Young assumed all songwriting duties, 
“Borrowed Time” cedes little to “Big 
Gun,” which remains the only pure AC/ 
DC-Rick Rubin collaboration given 
the castrated results of the two 
camps’ Ballbreaker in 1995. 

Where the smaller Backtracks 
offers a single live rarities 
compilation, the amplified 
heat fleshes it to two. Bon 
Scott opens CD two on 
a purgatory-broiled “Dirty 
Deeds” alongside two saves 
off his final tour, while Johnson 
takes the 
remaining 25 
tracks, live sulfur 
from the Back in 
Black trek burning out 
of control. A 12-min- 
ute “Jailbreak” from 
Dallas, 1985, never 
looks back. The 
balance of material 
avalanches from the 
band’s well-document- 
ed 1991 Donington 
Park festival appear- 
ance and Madrid’s 
Plaza de Toros tri- 
umph in 1996, the former ringing “Hells 
Bells” on Angus’ viral fire and the latter 
goring on “Dog Eat Dog.” A Family Jewels 
3 DVD offers songs worse than their vid- 
eos (“Hail Caesar”), but the Backtracks 
deluxe-only full-length flashback on a 
second DVD, “Live at the Circus Krone,” 
Germany 2003, pledges “What’s Next 
to the Moon,” Angus striptease standby 
“Bad Boy Boogie,” and a three-alarm “If 
You Want Blood (You’ve Got It).” Oxygen 
suck: “Rock ’n’ Roll Ain’t Noise Pollution.”

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ALAN LOMAX IN HAITI 

(Harte Recordings) 

In December 1936, a 21-year-old Alan Lomax 
lugged a 55-pound piece of recording equip- 
ment to Haiti, a tiny nation two years removed 
from U.S. military occupation. He returned to 
Washington, D.C., six months later with more 
than 1,500 songs scratched onto 294 clunky alu- 
minum discs - two discs for every year that had 
passed since the only successful slave rebellion 
birthed the Black Republic. Poor sound quality 
kept that heap of Haitian history shelved at the 
Archive of American Folk Song for six decades 
before the songcatcher’s daughter, Anna Lomax, 
launched the restoration and remastering of the 
recordings. The result is a behemoth of a box 
set: 10 discs (compact), 287 songs, and 
more than 250 pages of notes, includ- 
ing a transcription of Lomax’s field 
diary. Organized by CD, the set cap- 
tures the diversity of 1930s Haitian 
music, from the jazzy merengue, 
Mardi Gras, and Carnaval songs 

F of the island to the Vodou, work, 
and children’s tunes of the country- 
side. In fact, sitting with Alan Lomax 
in Haiti offers the distinct feeling of 
graduate research. It’s hard to fathom 
casual music fans - even world music die-hards 
- replaying “Demonstration of the Tuning of the 
Malinoumbas,” but that doesn’t diminish this 
endeavor’s importance. The project preserves 
Haitian cultural heritage from an era when qual- 
ity sound recordings simply did not exist, and 
Lomax’s Association for Cultural Equity is repatri- 
ating a full set of the digitally restored and cata- 
loged collection to the oft-maligned nation.

Backtracks (Columbia) 

The Beatles boxes included ashes of 
John and George, Neil Young Archives 
Vol. 1 had R2-D2-type holograms, and 
13th Floor Elevators bomb shelter Sign of 
the 3 Eyed Men came with real eyeballs. 
None feed back when you lay an electric 
guitar atop them as does the Marshall 
amp edition of AC/DC’s Backtracks. A 
9-volt battery inside the lid of the foot- 
high cardboard box set powers a sole 
transistor speaker topside. Haggis pluck 
(yum) includes an LP-size hardbound 
picture book, 3-CD/2-DVD motherboard, 
12-inch vinyl B-sides mix, Let There Be 
Rock poster, etc. Now plug in while Angus 
Young does the same on YouTube with his 
Gibson SG horn thrower. Power chord at 
will. (The Chronicle's 
technician loped 
“Sweet Jane” for a 
Thanksgiving mob.) 

Backtracks’ standard 
version, less one CD, 
one DVD, and at one- 
fifth the down payment 
blues, compares like a 
blue ribbon in the face 
of a trophy. Brimming 
Bon Scott-cackled 
Aussie LP tracks edit- 
ed off U.S. discs, amp 
deluxe contextualizes 
its first CD with addi- 
tional Down Under mixes, including “High 
Voltage,” “Rocker,” and “Ain’t No Fun 
(Waiting Around to Be a Millionaire).” Dirty 
Deeds Done Dirt Cheap drain-off such as 
“R.I.P. (Rock in Peace)” proves the rule 
rather than a Tutankhamen-type discov- 
ery, but then the 1960s pop romanticism 
of “Love Song” astounds as the only AC/ 
DC Bon Scott ballad other than “Ride On.” 
Let There Be Rock castaway “Crabsody in 
Blue” crawls with conviction, but the flip- 
side of “Rock ’n’ Roll Damnation,” growler 
“Cold Hearted Man,” furthers Scott’s 
posthumous box score. Leftovers from 


Tennessee, Alabama, and Mississippi on the 
way. Labeling each disc gives Fire in My Bones 
the distinct Harry Smith-type treatment. Disc A, 
The Wicked Shall Cease From Troubling, encom- 
passes alternate takes on the spiritual, like 
the Georgia Fife & Drum Band and blind New 
Orleans guitarist Snooks Eaglin. Disc B, God’s 
Mighty Hand, tracks down long-lost oddities such 
as Abner Jay’s 1963 gem “My Testimony” and 
1966’s “What Can I Do Without the Lord,” by Ray 
Branch, which McGonigal calls “sanctified soul.” 
Disc C, All God Power Store, features an espe- 
cially rocking track by Bishop McDaniel, recorded 
at Austin’s long-gone Guiding Angel Church, 

1988, bringing electric guitar to the sanctuary, 
and 1964’s “So Soon,” by Little Ax & the Golden 
Echoes. McGonigal goes on to explain: “Little 
Ax’s full name was Wilmer Broadmax; allegedly, 
Wilmer’s birth name was Wilma. She passed 
as a man for her entire career.” These interwo- 
ven threads of history demonstrate how gospel 
music changed with the times while never losing 
its message of hope. There’s spirit and then 
there’s the Spirit, and Fire in My Bones deftly 
captures both in vinyl’s snaps and pops.

JOHN COLTRANE 

Side Steps (Prestige) 

John Coltrane’s 
12-year recording 
career was so bounti- 
ful. Although not as 
qualitatively distinct as 
his later work with the 
Atlantic and Impulse 
labels, the dozens 
of recordings by the 
saxophonist as both a 
leader and sideman for Prestige Records provide 
an extraordinary spotlight on his development into 
the tenor titan he soon became. Side Steps is 
the third and final box set documenting the North 
Carolina-born horn man’s formative work as a 
sideman for the label (separate from his albums 
with Miles Davis’ Quintet). This beautifully pack- 
aged, extensively annotated 5-CD set collects 
43 tracks covering 1956 to 1958, when Coltrane 
was a ubiquitous gun-for-hire. Most of the session 
leaders are pianists - Tadd Dameron, Elmo Hope, 
Mai Waldron, Red Garland - though Coltrane’s 
only recording with Sonny Rollins, Tenor Madness, 
is here, along with a four-saxophone conclave 
headed by Gene Ammons and including Pepper 
Adams and Paul Quinichette. The session led 
by tuba player Ray Draper is particularly intrigu- 
ing. Other top-shelf sidemen joining Coltrane on 
various dates are trumpeter Donald Byrd, sax 
men Hank Mobley and Jackie McLean, and Miles 
Davis Quintet rhythm section Paul Chambers and 
Philly Joe Jones. Like too many Prestige dates of 
the era, these are casual blowin’ sessions, with 
musicians stretching out on blues originals and 
well-worn standards. This has its limitations, but 
Coltrane is impressive throughout, giving birth to 
his torrential “sheets of sound.” Standing along- 
side previous box sets Fearless Leader (2006) 
and Interplay (2007), Side Steps completes a 
formidable triumvirate.

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WOODY GUTHRIE 

My Dusty Road (Rounder) 

The story behind My Dusty Road is as 
improbable and legendary as Woody Guthrie 
himself: Cardboard canisters loaded with 
2,000 nearly immaculate 78 rpm metal mas- 
ters sat in a Brooklyn basement for nearly 60 
years before finally revealing remnants of the 
Stinson record label, including almost 250 
tracks recorded by Guthrie over a weeklong 
session in New York, 1944, with guitarist 
Cisco Houston and harmonica virtuoso Sonny 
Terry. Never mind that six of this box set’s 
54 songs have never been heard on album 
before or the handsome dust bowl suitcase 
packaging; one listen to the sublimely crisp 
recordings immediately establishes the collec- 
tion’s value. Engineer Doug Pomeroy restores 
the material with a clarity unparalleled in 
Guthrie’s catalog. The first disc of the 4-CD

TOM PETTY & THE 
HEARTBREAKERS 

The Live Anthology (Reprise) 

The Live Anthology, a career-spanning 
Tom Petty collection (1978-2007), comes 
in enough formats to please fans of every 
stripe. The basic 4-CD, 48-track minibox and 
the 51-song, 7-LP vinyl set will please most, 
but if you need the full Heartbreaker experi- 
ence, go for the deluxe box with an extra CD 
(upping the track total to 62), two DVDs of 
unreleased material, a vinyl pressing of the 
Official Live Teg bootleg from 1976, and a 
Blu-ray disc that contains all the material 
on the CDs in both stereo and 5.1 surround 
sound, plus posters, a large format book, 
and other memorabilia. Fanatics can visit the Anthology website, where there’s even more 
content. Others have released similar live collections; Bruce Springsteen and the Grateful 
Dead come to mind, and like those endeavors, Anthology exposes the Heartbreakers’ 
range and influences. While some may quibble that the set isn’t chronologically ordered, 
that makes each disc more like a concert unto itself. All the hits and some deep cuts 
are present and accounted for, but the covers are the most interesting, from the obvious 
(the Byrds’ “Ballad of Easy Rider,” Thunderclap Newman’s “Something in the Air”) to the 
unexpected (Van Morrison’s “Mystic Eyes”). On one of the DVDs, 400 Days, a previously 
unavailable document filmed during the making of 1995’s Wildflowers and the resulting 
tour, Petty perfectly describes the band’s enduring attraction: “There’s really not more 
to us than what you see and what you hear. We’re not trying to deliver any hidden mes- 
sages. It’s all really obvious. We’re just trying to make good music.”

trove provides the best comparisons, show- 
casing the troubadour’s most familiar tunes 
(“This Land Is Your Land,” “Pretty Boy Floyd”) 
with vocals and picking that are rich and 
unblemished. Based on its chronicled popular- 
ity, the unreleased “Bad Repetation” closes 
the Greatest Hits, Guthrie’s playful and plain- 
tive wail justifying its placement. Disc two 
turns to Woody’s Roots, traditionals such as 
“Stackolee” and the mandolin-led “A Picture 
From Life’s Other Side,” while the third disc 
covers Woody the Agitator with the unearthed 
“Tear the Fascists Down” and “You Can Hear 
My Whistle Blow.” The real treat is the final 
CD of breakdowns and jams on Woody , Cisco 
and Sonny. This is Guthrie brought to life, with 
Terry’s harmonica set afire and Houston and 
Guthrie picking and hollering with fervor.

DOLLY 
PARTON 

Dolly (RCA) 

Dolly might 
have been titled 
Dolly 101, such 
is the sweeping 
overview found 
on this 4-CD 
set specifically 
designed to 
mark her career 
milestones. It’s 
largely success- 
ful, because 
it’s hard to 
go wrong with 
Dolly Parton; 

26 gold and 
platinum albums make her arguably the most 
successful female country singer-songwriter, 
and Dolly goes a long way toward that. The 
first disc is delightful, from 13-year-old 
Parton warbling her own compositions with 
astonishing confidence (“Puppy Love”) to her 
anything-but-country girl group sound (“Don’t 
Drop Out”) until she scores her first anthem 
(“Dumb Blonde”) and proves she’s anything 
but foxy by pairing up with Porter Wagoner 
for some of the genre’s great duets. As the 
discs progress, she’s bouncing post-Wagoner 
sincerity into folk (“Down From Dover”), disco 
(“Baby I’m Burnin”'), and the guilty pleasure 
of “Romeo,” an all-star hen party featur- 
ing Tanya Tucker, Pam Tillis, Kathy Mattea, 
Mary Chapin Carpenter, and ... urn ... Billy 
Ray Cyrus. Kudos for a beautifully illustrated 
booklet, filled with enough vintage Parton 
pics to inspire a whole new generation of 
drag queens. One of Dolly’s strengths is the 
cache of Wagoner-Parton duets (“Lost Forever 
in Your Kiss”), another is the singer’s distinc- 
tive vibrato (“I Will Always Love You”), and 
ultimately there’s the sheer power of her writ- 
ing. Sometimes corny (“9 to 5”), sometimes 
maudlin (“Me and Little Andy”), often autobio- 
graphical (“My Tennessee Mountain Home,” 
“Coat of Many Colors”), the material’s never 
without the essential element of authenticity. 
“It costs a lot to look this cheap,” she often 
jokes live in concert, but Dolly Parton’s talent 
has left us richer.

City of Angels, where counterculture clashes 
sparked a heat wave of innovative garage rock 
and a “Riot on Sunset Strip,” captured here 
by the Standells’ opening B-movie theme. 
Where the Action Is! traces the evolution and 
stylistic confluence of the L.A. scene, over- 
turning no shortage of oft-forgotten gems in 
the process. Simply put, there’s not a runt 
in the 101-song litter. The collection opens 
with marquee names lighting the Sunset 
Strip - Love, Captain Beefheart & His Magic 
Band, the Byrds, and the Doors - whose 
impact, particularly the latter two, informs 
most of what follows. Beyond the City, disc 
two, moves into the suburbs, where SoCal 
teenage kicks fused with the British Invasion 
(the Bush, the Light, the Merry-Go-Round) in 
45 rpm one-hit wonders: Humane Society’s 
woozy “Eternal Prison,” the Chicano soul of 
Thee Midniters on “Jump, Jive & Harmonize,” 
and the Chymes’ “He’s Not There Anymore.” 
The Beach Boys’ Pet Sounds production style 
dominates disc three, The Studio Scene (Jan & 
Dean, the Full Treatment, the Yellow Balloon), 
which connects the dots behind the scenes 
with song machines Lee Hazlewood (“Rainbow 
Woman”) and P.F. Sloan (“Halloween Mary”). 
While a bit arbitrary to the narrative, the New 
Directions of disc four gather an assortment 


of psychedelic hiccups - Warren Zevon’s 
ensemble the Motorcycle Abeline, blister- 
ing fuzz guitar reverberating from Randy 
Newman’s “Last Night I Had a Dream,” and 
Harry Nilsson’s kaleidoscopic “Sister Marie” 

- as well as unreleased demos from Stephen 
Stills and Tim Buckley. Taken as a whole, 
there’s no doubt where the action was.

THE DOORS 

Live in New York 
(Rhino) 

Richard Burton 
on a bender, 
that’s how we 
remember Jim 
Morrison live. 

The remaining 
Doors and Rhino’s continuing pipeline of vin- 
tage performances prove otherwise, whether 
Internet-only (2001’s two Live at the Aquarius 
Theatre sets, 2002’s 2-CD Backstage and 
Dangerous: The Private Collection, and 2003’s 
4-CD Boot Your Butt! The Doors Bootlegs) or 
commercial tantalizers: 2007’s Live in Boston 
1970 and last year’s 2-CD Live at the Matrix 
1967. Given the disjointed bloat of the group’s 
sole live release in Morrison’s lifetime, 1970’s 
Absolutely Live, the new 6-CD Live in New 
York, whose four-show run over two nights at 
Madison Square Garden’s smaller stage con- 
tributed to Absolutely Live, actually strength- 
ens and streamlines that same tour’s audio. 
Morrison Hotel sponsored the Los Angeles 
quartet’s ’70 trek, which, save for the singer’s 
swan song L.A. Woman, drew from all points 
of the catalog, highlighted early by funk pro- 
test “Peace Frog” kicking into Hotel roommate 
“Blue Sunday.”

FRANK SINATRA 

New York (Reprise) 

Much like 2006’s 
Sinatra: Vegas box, this 
4-CD/l-DVD set attempts 
to encapsulate 01’ Blue 
Eyes’ musical relationship 
with the City That Doesn’t 
Sleep through a decades- 
spanning series of live 
recordings. The first 
mistake is not starting 
until 1955. Sinatra’s nut- 
making stint with Tommy 
Dorsey’s band is reduced to an after-the-fact 
walk-on that’s both slapdash and poorly 
recorded. Better Sinatra/Dorsey radio tran- 
scriptions exist, but not in Reprise’s vaults. 
From there we jump to a 1963 performance 
at the United Nations building with original 
Tonight Show bandleader Skitch Henderson 
on piano. Interesting as a historical footnote, 
Sinatra’s voice is uneven, most noticeably at 
the climax of “I Have Dreamed.” The U.N.’s 
acoustics don’t help. The lion’s share of 
New York is consumed by two 1974 shows 
that could have easily boiled down to one. 

With Hank Aaron and Watergate as a back- 
drop, both shows suffer under the weight of 
TV-awards-show-style orchestration that tries 
too hard. When he’s not championing Stephen 
Sondheim’s “Send in the Clowns” as the anti- 
dote to “acid rock,” Sinatra vainly attempts 
to keep it current by covering Bread’s “If” 
and Jim Croce’s “Bad, Bad Leroy Brown” not 
once, but twice. Subsequent 1984 and 1990 
performances swing harder and stay focused 
on the Great American Songbook. Despite 
down-market camerawork, the DVD of a 1980 
Carnegie Hall show finds Sinatra belting out 
“Theme From New York, New York” for the 
hometown crowd like it’s still a new toy. Nice, 
but not nearly enough to solidify this top- 
dollar set’s primary conceit.

WOODSTOCK 40 YEARS ON: BACK TO YASGUR’S FARM (Rhino) 

This year’s 40th anniversary of Woodstock brought many tributes and recollections, but 
none as satisfying as this 6-CD collection of music and more. Initially planned as a 30-disc 
set of each performance from that magical weekend of August 1969, logistics forced an 
abridged result that still sprawls at almost eight hours of music and represents a major 
upgrade from the chart-topping 3-LP set and subsequent two-record Woodstock Two. With 
every artist that appeared at the three-day event presented in order of appearance, save 
for the Band, Ten Years After, and the Keef Hartley Band, this is as complete a document 
of the mother of all music festivals as we’ll ever get, including the famous clash between 
Abbie Hoffman and Pete Townshend, and Max Yasgur’s full address heard for the first time. 
Of 77 songs, 38 were previously unavailable, including selections from the Who, Jefferson 
Airplane, Tim Hardin, Grateful Dead, and Ravi Shankar. The booklet offers an informative 
day-by-day account by Bud Scoppa, full set lists from every artist, and marvelous photo- 
graphs. Song choice complaints will differ depending on your affinity for a particular artist. 
One track each from Sly & the Family Stone and the Dead, but three from Melanie and six 
from Country Joe & the Fish? Even so, if you stand out in the rain, ingest a mind-altering 
substance, and crank this up, you’ll feel like you’re at Yasgur’s Farm. For more Woodstock, 
check out Sony Legacy Recordings’ Woodstock Experience series, featuring Santana, 
Jefferson Airplane, Janis Joplin, Johnny Winter, and Sly Stone, in two-disc sets containing 
the artist’s studio album from 1969 along with the complete performance at Woodstock.

time, didn’t sound like a charmless hack. 

Even the carefully worded text with The Rod 
Stewart Sessions 1971-1998 all but admits 
that these outtakes, B-sides, and other 
ephemera don’t hold up to being an alterna- 
tive take on Stewart’s estimable career. A 
once-vibrant vocalist of supreme blue-eyed 
soul, Stewart’s chicken-scratch voice is none- 
theless limited in range, something he used 
to his advantage in the 1970s and 1980s, 
such as on a gorgeously rendered outtake 
of Etta James’ “I’d Rather Go Blind,” but 
most of these tracks hardly do his style jus- 
tice (“Girl From the North Country”). Worse, 
most of the hits you’re interested in fall on 
the first disc (an unwieldy “Maggie May,” a 
spirited “Los Paraguayos”), though very few 
survive with any dignity; “You Wear It Well” is 
as difficult to listen to as that bootleg tape 
of Linda McCartney. Much of this is Stewart 
during his best years, and often the musician- 
ship is stellar (Booker T.’s MGs!), but if the 
answer to “Why are these tracks so lame?” 
is that they’re outtakes and throwaways, the 
question becomes: When does a set like this 
serve the artist and when does it simply illus- 
trate how the artist’s once-vital career went 
from brilliant to suck?

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GARY MOORE 

Essential Montreux (Eagle) 

Before Jersey hairdressers Skid Row, there 
was Dublin gunners Skid Row, featuring the first 
bark from native son Phil Lynott, and, by 1969, 
the murderous axe-wielding of Belfast prodigy 
Gary Moore. Thin Lizzy’s finest moments ( Black 
Rose), a string of peerless hard rock records 
in the 1980s ( Corridors of Power, Run for 
Cover), and full blues devotion in the 1990s 
(After Hours) all get an airing on 5-CD minibox 
Essential Montreux, five complete sets from the 


Irish firebrand at the storied Swiss jazz festival. 
Lightning-strike emotionalism and teeth-grinding 
stratospherics feed Moore’s bottomless shred, 
the toaster dropped into an Olympic swimming 
pool. Stinging open Otis Rush’s “All Your Love” 
in 1990, Moore’s distinctly ruby-cheeked vocal 
whine soon takes a big band horn version 
of Willie Dixon’s “You Don’t Love Me,” made 
famous by the Allman Brothers at the Fillmore 
East. Moore’s shout-outs to Billy Gibbons and 
Stevie Ray Vaughan peak the 13-minute how- 
how-how of “Texas Strut,” while hot embers 
from “The Messiah Will Come Again” sift the 
last of Moore’s metallic LPs, 1989’s After the 
War. His 1995 appearance also comes chest- 
deep in the blues - four covers of original 
Fleetwood Mac guitar god Peter Green - but 
1997’s hot rock set behind that year’s Dark 
Days in Paradise ends on Moore’s exhilarating 
Lynott duet “Out in the Fields,” plus a song 
inspired by the Thin Lizzy frontman, “Over the 
Hills and Far Away,” and, of course, Moore’s 
Lizzy calling card “Parisienne Walkways.” Blues 
sets in 1999 (the least) and 2001 (electri-frying) 
wring out every last note. Gary Moore, Essential.

JANE’S 
ADDICTION 

A Cabinet of 
Curiosities (Rhino) 

The most convincing 
reason to purchase 
Jane’s Addiction’s A 
Cabinet of Curiosities, 
a 3-CD/l-DVD collec- 
tion of rarities and 
live recordings, may be the cabinet itself. The 
latched wooden treasure chest contains an 
immaculate 64-page booklet and miniature 
worry dolls and tarot cards for each band mem- 
ber - androgynous provocateur Perry Farrell 
(“El Diablito”), guitarist Dave Navarro (“La 
Calavera”), and the powerhouse rhythm section 
of bassist Eric Avery (“El Alacran”) and drum- 
mer Stephen Perkins (“La Aragna”) - capturing 
the essence of Jane’s brief but potent heathen 
magic. This set overlaps plenty with Addiction’s 
first reunion cash-in, 1997 ’s Kettle Whistle, but 
previously unreleased live cover scorchers of the 
Stooges (“1970”) and Led Zeppelin (Navarro’s 
shearing “Whole Lotta Love”), not to mention 
Deadicated’s “Ripple” and the ubiquitous “L.A. 
Medley,” demonstrate the group’s witches’ 
brew of influences. The demo versions that 
dominate throughout are surprisingly similar 
to the eventual studio counterparts, especially 
those on the band’s major label debut, 1988’s 
Nothing’s Shocking, a testament to the totality 
of Jane’s early vision. The exceptions are the 
almost industrial grind of “Pigs in Zen” and 
Farrell’s vulnerability in the acoustic “Jane Says,” 
both from 1986, and shambled folk kiss-off 
“City.” Disc three’s titanic 76-minute set at the 
Hollywood Palladium documents Jane’s primor- 
dial hedonism at its peak, just after the release 
of the 1990 alternative touchstone Ritual de lo 
Habitual. While the accompanying DVD merely 
couples the band’s cutting-edge video catalog 
with a brief, three-song set for MTV Italy from 
1990 and the candid short film “Soul Kiss” from 
the previous year, this Cabinet still makes a nice 
piece of furniture.

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LEAD STORY 

In October in Orange County, Calif., Billy 
Joe Johnson, who had just been convicted of 
murder as a hit man for a white supremacist 
gang, begged the judge and jury, in all sincer- 
ity, to sentence him to death. Johnson knew 
that those on California’s death row get indi- 
vidual cells and better telephone access, 
nicer contact-visit arrangements, and more 
personal-property privileges than ordinary 
inmates. The Los Angeles Times reported 
that the state’s spending per death-row 
inmate is almost three times the amount 
spent on other inmates. The current death- 
row census totals 685, but because of legal 
issues, only 13 have been executed since 
1977 (compared to 71 death-row fatalities 
from other causes). In fact, Johnson was so 
eager to be put on death row that he tried to 
confess to two murders that no one yet 
knew about. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Veteran marathoner Jerry Johncock, 81, 
was four-fifths through the Twin Cities 
Marathon in October when he was overtak- 
en by a medical problem common to men of 
his age: urinary blockage. As he stopped to 
discuss his plight with officials, noting that 
he would have to quit the race to get to a 
hospital before his bladder burst, a specta- 
tor overheard the conversation and offered 
him the use of a spare catheter he had in 
his car. Johncock repaired to a rest room, 
administered the catheter, and returned to 
finish the race. 

Shipments of Ford passenger vans arrive 
each month in Baltimore from a Ford plant in 
Turkey, but each time, workers immediately 
rip out the nondriver seats and replace the 
side windows with steel. The reason, accord- 
ing to a September Wall Street Journal 
report, is to avoid an expensive tariff on 
imported delivery vans that is 10 times the 
tariff on passenger vans. Ford found it less 
costly to refit passenger vans than to 
acknowledge importing delivery vans. 
Ironically, the tariff was imposed in 1963 
specifically to protect the U.S. auto industry 
from foreign imports. 

YIKES! 

Lisa Blair and her six sisters were enjoying 
a Thanksgiving meal in Flamilton, Ontario (in 
Canada, Thanksgiving was Oct. 12), when 
they began noticing suspicious flecks in the 
food and realized that their necklace lockets, 
containing the ashes of their mother (who 
had passed away two weeks earlier) were 
leaking. A local funeral services store 
restocked and sealed the lockets. 

In November, researchers roaming the 
depths of Scotland’s Loch Ness in a subma- 
rine, looking for the legendary monster, 
reported finding mainly “hundreds of thou- 
sands” of golf balls at the bottom, from pop- 
ular use of the lake as a driving range. A 
recent Danish Golf Association report lament- 
ed the slow decomposition of golf balls (tak- 
ing 100 to 1,000 years), and one U.K. legis- 
lator has called golf balls “humanity’s signa- 
ture litter.” 



1,001 horsepower, reputed to be the fastest 
and most expensive car in the world) was dis- 
tracted by a low-flying pelican while driving in La 
Marque, Texas (on Galveston Island), and acci- 
dently drove the car into a saltwater inlet. 

NEWS THAT SOUNDS LIKE A JOKE 

In September, prominent chocolate engi- 
neer Flanna Frederick introduced her latest 
concoction at a conference of the Meat 
Industry Association in New Zealand: dark 
chocolate truffles tinged with venison and 
salami. Said Frederick: “There’s this smoky 
taste to start, then a strong chocolate flavor 
comes in, and at the end you have this won- 
derful taste of salami.” Earlier in the year, 
she had introduced chocolates injected with 
Tongkat Ali, a Southeast Asian herb reputed 
to stimulate testosterone production. 

In August, the Thorpe Park amusement 
facility in Chertsey, England, posted signs on 
its roller coaster admonishing riders not to 
wave their arms during the ride. According to 
director Mike Va Mis: “We’ve found that when 
the temperature tops 77 degrees 
[Fahrenheit], the level of unpleasant [under- 
arm] smells can become unacceptable, and 
we do receive complaints.” 


In October, Poland’s Polskie Radio reported a settlement in the 
18-month legal battle between two neighbors in Mikowice over a 
plastic bucket worth about $4.50. One had sued, accusing the other of 
ruining the bucket by kicking it. The respondent had elaborately offered 
proof of innocence by submitting video of the neighbor continuing to 
use the bucket as before, but the neighbor had countered by calling an 
“expert” witness, who examined the bucket and concluded that it was 
probably damaged.

The Navasota Blues Alley takes up nearly every square inch 
of the old mercantile building in downtown Navasota. As the 
year-round face of the Navasota Blues Fest, the store functions 

as a gift shop and museum. It is also an 
antique shop that sells vinyl records, household 
goods, coins, and radios from a time when they 
were considered a piece of living room furniture. 

With the exception of music posters hang- 
ing on every wall, the store looks like any 
other small-town antique shop. Store manager 
Phyllis Duncker enlivens the shopping experi- 
ence with stories about the new and used 
merchandise. Her soft Jamaican accent and 
friendly sense of humor add to the value of 
any purchase. 

Browsing the merchandise is part of the 
fun of the shopping experience. About half of 
the shop is taken up by multiple dealers sell- 
ing houseware items. This isn’t just your 
usual garage-sale fare; Duncker says they 
make an effort to find unique pieces. 

Even casual numismatists will find the 
beauty in Billy Tucker’s large collection of 
coins. The selection ranges from antique sil- 
ver dollars to buffalo nickels. 

Equally artistic are George Wilder’s refur- 
bished vintage radios. The polished wood cab- 
inets of the radios were once the centerpiec- 
es of homes. Wilder can often be found in his 
workshop in the back of the store. 

In the room behind Wilder’s workshop is a small museum honoring former residents of Navasota. 
You might be surprised by some of the names. Alvin Ailey, the African-American choreographer, was 
born in nearby Rogers and lived in Navasota before moving to Los Angeles. Frank Hamer, the Texas 
Ranger who tracked down Bonnie and Clyde, was city marshal from 1908 to 1911. 

But music, especially the East Texas cotton field blues, has always been important to Navasota. 
The blues as defined by area musicians is a blend of European folk songs, Tex-Mex ballads, and 
African-American work songs. The style is exemplified by the music of Thomas Shaw, Grady Gaines, 
and pianist Edwin “Buster” Pickens. 

Few Texas musicians melded the different genres better than Mance Lipscomb. Born into a 
musical family near Navasota in 1895, Lipscomb was a tenant farmer most of his life. At the age 
of 65, he made his first recordings. The songster, as Lipscomb liked to call himself, passed away 
in 1976. His CDs are available at the Blues Alley. 

Begun in 1996, the Navasota Blues Fest is a fundraiser for the Mance Lipscomb Scholarship 
Fund for Navasota High School seniors. Held in August, the festival attracts a mixture of Texas and 
Louisiana performers. The shop carries concert merchandise and has information on future events. 

The Blues Alley is at 129 E. Washington Ave. in downtown Navasota. The store’s hours are 
Wednesday through Saturday, 10am to 5pm; and Sunday, noon to 5pm. For more information, call

Berle here; we’re talking Sid Caesar, Jack 
Benny, Henny Youngman. It’s a milieu Simon 
knows well, since he got his show business 
start on Caesar’s Your Show of Shows. The 
plot isn’t much to speak of - show gets 
popular, then gets less popular, then gets 
canceled - and while Simon mixes in the 
McCarthy hearings and the Rosenbergs, the 
freedom-of-speech angle seems somewhat 
perfunctory. It all really feels like an excuse 
for Simon to present a series of character 
sketches played entirely for comedic effect. 

While the greatest strength of this City 
Theatre production is Simon’s script - 
Simon could make a group of mourners at 
a funeral laugh (and probably has) - almost 
as strong is the ensemble that director Andy 
Berkovsky assembles to present it. Barely 
a weak link can be found. Macey Mayfield 
plays the ditzy blonde secretary with gentle 
subtlety. Keith Yawn does a decent job as 
a green and callow young writer and the 
narrator of the story. Judd Farris and Scot 
Friedman as veteran comedic scribes are 
dry as any desert sand. Dawn Erin and Gil 
Austin look and sound like they were pulled 
straight from the streets of New York and 
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Apple energy and an infectious laugh every 
time he walked onto the stage, and as the 
star of the show, Max Prince, R. Michael 
Clinkscales convinced not only that he could 
be the leading light of a Fifties sketch com- 
edy show but that he was undeniably and 
certifiably insane. 

Above and beyond the accomplished 
ensemble acting, there were still other 
strengths. Berkovsky’s staging works because 
his focal points are clear. When an audience 
is presented with clear focal points, they 
always know where to look and, thus, won’t 
miss a step in the story. Berkovsky also 
has the actors play at a breakneck tempo, 
and while he could be faulted for not allow- 
ing them to take more time with the more 
dramatic moments in the story, getting out 
of the theatre faster is always better than 
getting out of the theatre slower. Hell, it’s a 
comedy! Play it like there’s no tomorrow! And 
that’s what these actors do. 

So if you’re up for a good laugh, up for 
the most nongratuitous fart joke in the his- 
tory of comedy, or ready for a woman talking 
about how she learned to say “fuck,” head 
on down to the City Theatre, where you’ll get 
all three. And more! - Barry Pineo

MFAH 

The Museum of Fine Arts, Houston 
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“There’s no place like home for the holidays” had a very differ- 
ent feel 65 years ago. With 16 million Americans serving in the 
military - close to three-quarters of them overseas - just about 
everyone in the country felt a keen absence around the hearth. 


Scarcely a parent, spouse, son, daughter, 
sibling, sweetheart, friend, or neighbor 
wasn’t worried sick for some faraway sol- 
dier or soldiers and wishing desperately for 
their safe return to the arms of their loved 
ones. And those servicemen and -women 
themselves yearned twice as much for such 
a homecoming and caring embrace. So to 
have that desire expressed in a popular 
song struck a deep chord in the listeners of 
that day, and it spoke for an entire nation 
in a way that may be hard to imagine now. 
Fewer of us have so personal a connection 
to the men and women serving in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, and where are the songs that 
bind the shards of our fragmented culture 
into a whole? 

TexARTS’ homegrown revue I’ll Be Seeing 
You: A 1940s Christmas Musical takes as 
part of its mission the task of stirring in us 
that deep national longing from the days of 
World War II. Woven through its hit parade 
of seasonal and pop standards from the 
Thirties and early Forties (with a few ringers 
from later years) are projected period pho- 
tographs of men and women in uniform and 
families on the home front, as well as letters 
from both sides that are read aloud. Actors 
Wendy Zavaleta and Shelby Davenport serve 
as our guides for this backward glance, 
adult characters reflecting on their childhood 
memories of the war and reciting family cor- 
respondence. What they have to say is not 
all that out of the ordinary, but the earnest 
warmth with which they say it speaks vol- 
umes about the concerns that permeated 
the lives of nearly everyone in those years. 

It creates a backdrop of apprehension from 
which the revue’s peppy swing numbers and 
dreamy ballads rise up as a sort of willful 
optimism, the nation’s hope for that day 
when the war will be over, when every soldier 
can lay down his gun and come home. 


That connection might not come through 
so clearly were it not for the ways in which 
the performers and musical elements so 
effectively evoke the Forties. The five sing- 
ers and four dancers who carry the period 
numbers radiate the clean-cut, fresh-faced 
wholesomeness of the stars of the day, 
especially in the crisp period military outfits 
and extravagant vintage formal wear pro- 
vided by costumer Robin Lewis. The singing 
is croonerly smooth, and in songs such as 
“Boogie Woogie Bugle Boy,” “In the Mood,” 
“Bei mir bist Du schon,” and “Jingle Bells,” 
Amanda Blalock, Leslie Hollingsworth, and 
Selena Rosanbalm manage to merge their 
voices in the signature tight harmonies of 
the Andrews Sisters. On the hoofin’ side, 
Kristin Douthit, Erin Erxleben, and former 
Rockette Jennifer McCamish boast the 
high kicks and gleaming smiles of classic 
chorines, and whenever each is partnered 
with Lewis, who also choreographed and 
dances in the show, they execute spins, 
dips, and jitterbug flips with the precision 
of a parade ground honor guard - moves all 
the more impressive in the close confines 
of the Kam & James Morris Theater. All this 
works together to pull you into the past and 
experience the era as it was. 

Fighting against that effort, unfortunately, 
is the sound. The system itself doesn’t 
always show the singers to best advantage, 
but the larger issue is that instead of live 
accompaniment, the show relies on record- 
ed musical tracks to back the singers. Too 
often, their canned quality bleeds through, 
undercutting the intimacy and personal con- 
nections fostered by the performers. That’s 
a shame, because director Todd Dellinger, 
who also wrote the script and designed the 
set, has crafted a cozy little world in which 
we can journey back in time and discover a 
deeper sense of home. - Robert Faires

IN under & Through 

Dougherty Arts Center

Three of the eight pieces on Ballet East’s IN under & Through 
program were dedicated to Lucia Rodriguez, the local dancer 
whose accidental death this past summer deeply saddened many 


in the dance community. (After a wrong turn, 
she drove her car down a poorly labeled boat 
ramp and drowned in Lake Austin.) While 
the presiding mood of the program was one 
of sobriety and fear of things greater, it was 
among the more solid evenings that I’ve seen 
the company produce in my short time here. 

Gina Patterson’s “Espiritu,” one of the 
works dedicated to Rodriguez, opened the 
show. A program note explained that while 
Patterson at first intended the piece to be 
celebratory, it developed to also encompass 
thoughts on the “seeming randomness of 
life,” and this development was evident in 
the structure. The first movement was in 
fact celebratory, with lots of carefree, sam- 
balike hip action, but the second movement 
brought a drastic mood switch, evidenced by 
off-balance back bends that teetered so far I 
was afraid the young, fearless Juan P Flores 
would fall back onto his head. In the third 
movement, the dancers were suddenly and 
clearly compelled by an exterior force, possi- 
bly the “espiritu del agua” mentioned in the 
accompanying song by Toto La Momposina. 

The second piece, “Lest” by Eric Midgely, 
began blandly but was more engaging in the 
second section, in which the dancers extend- 
ed their hands, elbows bent at their sides, and 
made peacocklike jerks of the head. Next, a 
solo work choreographed and performed by 
Katherine L. Feiock McCall appeared to have 
little to do with its program note about the 
female spirit and mother nature. “Buscando 
America,” by Sheila Cruz, ended the first half 
with a high-energy, salsa-flavored piece, but its 
concept of two stock cultural groups merging 
and separating was underdeveloped at best. 

The nine dancers in Melissa Villarreal’s 
“Footprints” were all avatars of a character, 
quite literally Rodriguez, but the solidarity 
was broken as they made their final exit: 
eight stage left, one stage right. The mood of 
Dixon Mena’s “Solido Pero No Inflexible” was 
a shade different from that of the pieces 
preceding it: still serious and somewhat tor- 


mented yet less pensive and edgier. Dancer 
Hailley Schwartz’s balletic, supple lines and 
attack were featured in nearly every piece, 
as was her gorgeous, reaching, arabesque 
penchee (a vertical 180 -degree split in which 
the toe, head, arms, and supporting leg all 
stretch to infinity in different directions), but 
Mena’s solo for her added a bent knee and 
sharp turn of the head at the peak. However, 
the structure of the piece was uneven: after 
an opening ensemble section, the piece 
ended abruptly with Schwartz’s solo. 

The final work and the one which gave the 
program its title, “IN under & Through” by Hope 
Boykin of Alvin Ailey American Dance Theater, 
seemed refreshingly apart from the rest of the 
program. It retained the fearful, restless tone 
but with a more contemporary, detached sensi- 
bility. In sweatshirts and leggings in shades of 
gray, the dancers, thankfully well-rehearsed in 
this piece which so required it, rushed at the 
audience, dodged one another, and fired off 
rapid sequences of gestures in unison. 

I’ve skipped over the penultimate work 
until now: Sharon Marroqufn’s poignant solo 
tribute to Rodriguez, “For You Lucia,” was 
the only one of the three pieces dedicated 
to the late dancer that did not veer toward 
a literal account of the accident. However, it 
was also the most transparent. There was 
no question that Marroqufn’s character was 
Marroqufn experiencing the torment, restless- 
ness, fear, and anger of the shocking and 
inexplicable loss of her friend. There was no 
question that when she wrapped one arm 
behind and around her waist - a gesture so 
simple, it could seem slapstick if she hadn’t 
just allowed it so tactfully - she both felt 
and yearned to feel her friend’s presence. 

It seems that down at the level to which 
Marroqufn digs, there is not even a chance of 
encountering a cliche. Her skill and dedica- 
tion to living movement, as well as her own 
gifts as a dancer, her supreme musicality and 
sinuous control, place her in a level above 
the rest. She is a treasure. - Jonelle Seitz

A gummy opening introduces the “me” in this boy-meets-boy 
period comedy: He is Richard Samels (Efron), a dreamy-eyed Jersey 
high schooler who quite literally stumbles into the part of his 


life, as a walk-on in the New York theatrical 
production of Julius Caesar, Orson Welles’ 
barn-burning 1937 debut production for his 
Mercury Theatre troupe. Richard meets the 
ragtag company on the street just outside 
the newly erected marquee; a cymbal wheels 
down the sidewalk - an impish image from 
director Linklater, who’s clearly 
having fun here - and then Orson 
Welles (McKay) enters stage left, 
with a mirroring crash boom siss. 

Richard, light on his feet, talks his 
way into Welles’ production; Welles, 
only 22 and admiring of anyone with 
pluck (so long as said pluck doesn’t 
steal from his own spotlight), takes 
a liking to the kid. Everybody does, really, 
from Welles’ harried Mercury co-founder, John 
Houseman (Marsan), and longtime friend 
and collaborator Joseph Cotten (Tupper, a 
little too bearish) on down to the sparky 
office assistant, Sonja (Danes), under whose 
tutelage Richard’s education becomes, er, 
a little more well-rounded. That Welles and 
Richard will soon tussle over Sonja plays 
somewhat improbably, but no matter: By the 
time that particular plot point comes around, 
the script - by Austinites Holly Gent Palmo 
and Vincent Palmo Jr. (based on the novel 
by Robert Kaplow) - is well past its pokey 
first pages, and Linklater’s film has already 
put us thoroughly in its pocket. In part - in 
large part, I should say - credit goes to 
McKay. He’s maybe more kind-eyed, more 
slack-jawed than the youthful Welles, but I’m 
not sure megalomania has ever been played 
so irresistibly on the screen. One imagines 


the British actor broke a sweat trying to 
break this character, but it doesn’t show: 

His performance seems effortless, so com- 
manding is it, careening from cocksure boy 
genius to bellowing, beleaguered director to 
ice-in-his-veins slayer of baby dragons such 
as disposable actors and mewling rival suit- 
ors (the bigger dragons, Welles’ 
fraught Hollywood career would 
later prove, would be more dif- 
ficult). Efron, a young actor best 
known for his breakout role in 
the High School Musical jugger- 
naut, brings a lively physicality 
to the film, but it’s a tricky part: 
Richard may be trying to find 
himself, but the audience is simply trying 
to find a rough psychological sketch of the 
guy. Efron is not yet a sophisticated enough 
actor to distinguish unformed from merely 
vague but what he does convey, rather win- 
nings, is a kind of puppyish enthusiasm 
that is infectious. Just as Richard excitably 
reacts to the production in progress, so do 
we, and Linklater brings an almost tactile 
quality to the staging and shooting of the 
play (spittle in the back light, who knew you 
could be so pretty?). In his first narrative, 
nonanimated feature since 2006’s ambi- 
tious but traction less Fast Food Nation, 
Linklater has crafted an always genial and 
at times even joyful period charmer about 
that moment on the cusp: before a boy 
becomes a man and another man becomes 
a mythological figure. (For more on the film , 
see “On His Mark/ 7 p. 56.)

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ARMORED D: Nimrod Antal; with Matt Dillon, 
Jean Reno, Laurence Fishburne, Amaury Nolasco, Fred

Neither the best heist movie of the new 
millennium (that would be The Bank Job) nor 
the worst (Tony Scott’s snoozy remake of 
The Taking of Pelham 12 3 gets that honor), 
Armored is a serviceable and solid slab of 
testosterone, gunfire, and seriously impreg- 
nable trucks that aims low and scores higher 
than you’d think. It’s like the Schlitz of caper 
movies - it goes down easily, buzzes around 
your brainpan for a couple of hours, and then 
vanishes from your memory within 24. (And 
considering the hangover in movie form that 
is The Boondock Saints: All Saints Day, hey, 
things could be worse.) Hungarian director 
Antal appeared out of nowhere to deliver a 
freaky-cool stunner in 2003 - Kontroll - and is 
currently at work directing Robert Rodriguez's 
Predators. Armored continues Antal’s penchant 
for generic, single-word film titles, but it’s such 
a streamlined suspenser that you can forgive 
the dopey bits and go with the good-men- 
gone-bad flow of the film, which seems tailor- 
made for a guys’ night out. Dillon plays Mike 
Cochrone, a longtime employee and guard at 
Eagle Shield armored cars who, together with 
a crew of five others (among them Fishburne, 
who appears to be having a ball, and The 
Professional’s Reno), plans an inside job 
worth a cool $42 million. The only hitch in his 
plans comes in the form of new guy - and 
decorated veteran - Ty (Short, late of [Rec] 
remake Quarantine), whose commitment to 
the plan is essential to its success. Luckily 
for born schemer Mike and his crew, Ty, who 
lives with and takes care of his younger 
brother Jimmy (Kinney), is on the verge of 
losing his home to a carnivorous bank and 
his brother to child-protective services. Home 
or heist? It’s no contest. Predictably, the per- 
fectly planned caper goes completely haywire, 
and new guy Ty finds himself locked in the 
back of an armored car while seedy Mike 
paces and growls outside. There’s precious 
little new about Armored but that doesn’t 
mean it’s boring. Antal’s direction has the zip 
and zing (and ricocheting ballistics) of early 
John Carpenter (Assault on Precinct 13, the 
original, comes to mind) and he keeps the 
story front and center while avoiding any flash 
other than that which issues from the barrel 
of a gun. It’s hardly a classic of the genre, but 
then again, like Armour hot dogs, it’s comfort 
food for men. - Marc Savlov

BAD LIEUTENANT: PORT 
OF CALL NEW ORLEANS

I think I had more fun watching Bad 
Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans (twice) 
than I did at any other movie this year. 

The singular talents of director Herzog and 
star Cage coalesce here into something 


mercurial, creating a movie that is mutable, 
unpredictable, and, above all, original. That’s 
saying a lot, because fears were high that this 
unsanctioned overstepping of Abel Ferrara’s 
brilliant and harrowing Bad Lieutenant of 
1992, which starred Harvey Keitel in the title 
role, might wind up looking like a case of 
unjustified trespass. Bad Lieutenant: Port of 
Call New Orleans, however, is not a sequel, 
prequel, remake, or follow-up. The script by 
William M. Finkelstein, a seasoned TV writer 
on numerous police procedurals, is its own 
beast (iguana, to be exact). Finkelstein’s “bad 
lieutenant” is bad in many of the same ways 
as Ferrara’s (rampant cocaine and narcotics 
use, gambling addiction, and flagrant abuse 
of the badge), but gone are the Catholic guilt, 
the New York City streets, and the naked, 
howling Keitel. The new film is set in New 
Orleans in the wake of Hurricane Katrina. 

The devastation of the city offers a visual 
corollary to the wreckage of the soul. Cage is 
Terence McDonagh, a police lieutenant who is 
prescribed a lifetime supply of Vicodin at the 
start of the movie to relieve the pain of an 
injury sustained in the line of duty. He has a 
foxy callgirl girlfriend named Frankie (Mendes) 
and a tough murder mystery to solve. In this 
film, Cage delivers on the promise of his early 
career, back before he became an action hero 
and professional oddball. His performance is 
constantly surprising, outrageous, controlled, 
and electric: “cagey” to the max. Odd scenes 
lead to even weirder scenes; the character 
and the movie seem to be on the constant 
verge of going off the rails, and it’s a gas 
to watch. By the time a pair of hallucina- 
tory iguanas start singing “Please Release 
Me,” you’re either in for the whole ride or not. 
The film continues its high-wire act all the 
way though to its non sequitur conclusion. 
However, I find it disconcerting to be so 
entertained by a movie in which the cen- 
tral arc details a story of debasement and 
redemption. The laughter generated by the 
film’s eccentricities creates a lot of distance 
between McDonagh and the viewer. Never do 
we roll in the swamp with the iguanas; they 
are always pictured from a comical remove. 
Still, this is the best performance Cage has 
delivered in ages, and Herzog demonstrates, 
once again, that he is capable of virtually 
anything. (See “The Big Seedy/ 7 p.55 , for an 
interview with Herzog.)

BROTHERS D: Jim Sheridan; with Jake 
Gyllenhaal, Natalie Portman, Tobey Maguire, Sam Shepard, 
Mare Winningham, Bailee Madison, Taylor Geare, Clifton

Inferior in practically every way to Danish 
director Susanne Bier’s original Brodre - but 
now with more U2! - Brothers draws from 
two rampaging traditions, Greek tragedy and 
romantic melodrama, and renders both weirdly 
inert. Maguire plays the elder Cahill brother, 
Sam, a captain in the Marines; an attentive 
husband to his high school sweetheart, Grace 
(Portman); and a devoted father to two little 
girls (played by Madison and Geare; as in his 
sentimental but deeply moving In America, 
Sheridan pulls terrific performances from his 
young actors). Gyllenhaal is the younger broth- 
er, Tommy, the black sheep newly released 
from jail with the tough-man neck tat to prove 
it. Their father, Hank Cahill (Shepard), can 
barely tolerate Tommy, despite their mutual 
appreciation for booze, and when Sam ships 


out for another tour in Afghanistan, Tommy’s 
ties to the family fray to near-nonexistence. 
Then Sam’s helicopter is shot down in enemy 
territory, the favorite son is presumed dead, 
and the family must rethink its relationships. 
Brothers, in its most effective and engrossing 
stretches, examines the malleability of the 
roles the various Cahills are assigned, either 
by themselves or by others. Here, as in Bier’s 
original, the most interesting transformation 
is also the least sensational: Tommy’s quiet 
arc from fuck-up to family man. He steps into 
Sam’s shoes - with a few notable stumbles, 
as well as a deepening romantic interest 
in Grace - and experiences maybe for the 
first time the feeling of what it means to 
be responsible, to be relevant. It’s a rebirth 
of sorts, one made possible expressly by 
his brother’s death and compromised by 
the fact that Sam, it turns out, is still alive. 
Captured by the Taliban, he’s made to do 
awful things, and when he comes home, he’s 
not the same Sam, the one who was so easy 
to love. Maguire, in this second part of the 
film, gets to do some acting pyrotechnics - 
dishes shattered, a gun waving wildly - but 
he’s more compelling in his silent, dead-eye 
moments. All the actors do well enough, but 
they don’t mesh at all - it’s as if everyone’s 
acting in his or her own movie - and there’s 
simply no lived-in quality to the film. Sheridan 
and scripter David Benioff stick closely to 
the bullet points of the original but can’t 
seem to translate the rich complexity of 
the characters and the choices they make. 
Frankly, it’s a little bewildering how utterly off 
Sheridan’s instincts seem, evidenced in the 
tonally jarring Thomas Newman score; the 
utter abandonment of Tommy’s storyline; an 
end-of-film U2 song that practically cuts off 
the characters’ exit lines; and an irritating 
inability to allow the audience to put two 
and two together (for the record, we don’t 
require a prolonged close-up of a poker iron 
to understand the threat of a situation). 

If you had to lob a complaint at Sheridan 
based solely on his previous, quite impres- 
sive body of work, from My Left Foot to 
In the Name of the Father to In America, I 
suppose you could accuse him of being a 
man who makes weepies. No danger of that 
here: Brothers is too depthless to dredge 
up any tears. - Kimberley Jones

INVICTUS D: Clint Eastwood; with Morgan

Freeman teams up once again with direc- 
tor Eastwood (whose film Million Dollar Baby 
earned the actor his one Oscar) to fulfill his 
longtime desire to portray onscreen South 
African president and international hero 
Nelson Mandela. The decision to reunite 
was a smart one for both men, who had 
also worked together quite successfully in 
Unforgiven. Eastwood provides a confident 
and steady hand for this story, based on a 
historical chapter in the legendary leader’s 
life. His direction, though typically assured 
and understated, is nevertheless flabby at 
times here, and the film might have ben- 
efited from another pass through the editing 
bay. The story is based on John Carlin’s 
book Playing the Enemy: Nelson Mandela 
and the Game That Made a Nation and was 
adapted for the screen by Anthony Peckham 
(who is also one of the screenwriters of 
the upcoming film Sherlock Flolmes). The 
“game” in question is rugby and the events 
surround Mandela’s enthusiastic support 
of the South African team’s attempt to win 
the 1995 Rugby World Cup. Although a fan 
of the sport, Mandela’s actions were born 
of an ulterior motive: that of building a post- 
apartheid nation. Understanding the emo- 
tional symbolism of sports culture, Mandela 
seized the opportunity to create what we 
call these days a “teachable moment.” With 
racial tensions high after his release from 
prison and ascension to the presidency, 
Mandela saw a means of bridging the fears 
between his newly powerful black constitu- 
ency and the fearful white old guard. Rugby 
had been traditionally scorned by the black 
population of South Africa as an Afrikaners’ 
game. The country’s national team, the 
Springboks, was captained by Francois 
Pienaar (Damon - beefed up, or more likely 
slimmed down, from The Informant!), who 
was in his own way struggling to figure 
out a way to successfully lead his team- 
mates. Mandela first appeals to Pienaar, 
who learns from the master how to lead 
by example and surpass expectations. He 
also learns from Mandela the inspirational 
poem “Invictus,” with the oft-quoted line: “I 
am the master of my fate; I am the captain 
of my soul.” On a more intimate scale, this 
learning experience about reconciliation and 
abandoning old grudges is played out quite 
successfully in scenes among Mandela’s

bodyguards. His longtime bodyguards were clan 
members who had always been with him and 
had to be forced by Mandela to suddenly work 
alongside the white Afrikaners - enforcers who, 
only a few years ago, might have beaten and 
harassed the black population. Narratively, we 
all know where the trajectory of the story is 
headed, thus the culminating match (nearly 20 
minutes) takes up too much screen time without 
adding anything new to the drama. Freeman, 
although brilliantly capturing Mandela’s speak- 
ing cadences, posture, and gait, never nails the 
accent (unlike Damon, to my ears). Furthermore, 
whenever I looked at the character’s face, I 
saw Freeman’s visage instead of Mandela’s, 
creating moments which break the film illusion. 
Yet Invictus remains inspiring and educational, 
especially during this present time in America in 
which we are supposedly muddling our way into 
a post-racial society. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Disney’s 49th animated feature film is 
a terrific riot of oozing ultraviolets, dank 
graveyard blacks, and incandescent star- 
field blues, a palette that seems more fit 
for All Hallows Eve than it does for the 
holiday season. No matter - the Disney 
2-D animators, who have been losing 
face, of late, to their CG and 3-D brethren, 
here stage a bold, vibrant, and altogether 
bloodless coup on all things Pixar, and 
whaddaya know? They win. (For now, any- 
way.) Set in Twenties-era New Orleans, this 
umpteenth version of what was originally 
a Brothers Grimm fairy tale makes the 
Crescent City a major character in and 
of itself while dusting off the old story of 
girl-meets-frog and tricking it up with all 
manner of raucous, jazzy hoodoo, voodoo, 
and bayou panache. Directors Clements 
and Musker are the guys behind Aladdin 
and The Little Mermaid, and they employ 
their keen senses of story, pacing, and 
killer comic rhythm to support a new twist 
(several, actually) on an old amphibian. 

If you’ve seen the trailer, you already 
know this is Disney’s first animated film 
with a nearly all African-American cast 
(the less said about Song of the South, 
the better), but being set in period New 
Orleans, any other racial take would seem 
bizarrely inappropriate. In Disney’s retell- 
ing, the princess isn’t a princess at all, 
but a servant named Tiana (Rose) who 
dreams of owning her own restaurant one 
day. Into her workaday life wanders a flat- 
broke wastrel of a prince by the name of 
Naveen (Campos), who, having recently 
been turned into a frog by the diabolical 
hexmaster Dr. Facilier (David, voicing one 
of Disney’s most memorable villains in 
ages), mistakenly sets his money-hungry 
sights on Tiana and ends up turning her 
into a bayou denizen as well. Hilarity does 
indeed ensue. Randy Newman, who seems 
to have fashioned an entire second act 
to his career out of Disney songsmithery, 
contributes some inspired musical num- 
bers, the best of which echoes (and, frank- 
ly, improves upon) the eerie showstoppers 
in Tim Burton's Corpse Bride. Additionally, 
the lush, 2-D animation is superbly shaded 
and warm. It’s Disney’s best traditionally 
animated outing in ages. - Marc Savlov

Possibly the best argument against couples therapy 
ever, Antichrist is a tour-de-force trip inside the mind of a 
dangerously depressed man. That man is von Trier, and 
his film speaks the language of madness with aston- 
ishing fluency. Dreamlike and possessed of a terrible, 
doom-laden beauty, Antichrist is a flawed masterpiece 
and an example of highly personal auteurism that will 
either make you mad or drive you mad; either way, 
you’re complicit in von Trier’s vigorously compelling night- 
mare of love, death, and despair.

As a post-post- 
Tarantino hipster-shoot-’em-up, it seemed oddly dated 
back when it received a micro-release from Miramax 
before heading straight to video and developing a 
substantial following, in part due to the canny docu- 
mentary Overnight, which chronicles the Boondock 
director’s meteoric nonrise to and ego-fueled fall 
from indie cinema heaven. The original is all muzzle 
flash and zero smarts, but its loopy storyline, which 
has hard-drinking, harder-fighting Boston-lrish sibling 


vigilantes Connor and Murphy MacManus (Flanery and 
Reedus) laying waste to both the Italian and Russian 
mobs in modern-day Beantown, is delirious, brutish, 
testosterone-fueled un-fun. All Saints Day II, from its 
dullish title on down to its final bullet, is the sort of 
outrageously bad filmmaking that defines the phrase 
“unnecessary sequel.”

The aspects of Moore’s filmmaking that we 
have come to embrace over the years - the sloppy, 
sprawling voice of the court jester and self-appoint- 
ed spokesman for the American people - are the 
very things that get him into trouble here. This time 
he tackles an entire “ism,” but the result is an 
unmethodical survey of a gargantuan topic. The film 
has a loosey-goosey structure that jumps all over 
the place showing examples of economic fallout 
in the United States. Capitalism, for Moore, is a 
national sin; he never investigates the international 
interrelatedness of the capitalist system. Late in 
the documentary, Moore declares: “Capitalism is an 
evil, and you can’t regulate evil. You have to elimi- 
nate it.” With this, he makes it clear that there is no 
amount of regulation or amelioration that will make 
the capitalist system acceptable to him, yet he 
recoils from using the “s” word: socialism. Instead, 
he substitutes the word “democracy” as his politi- 
cal solution to the human impulse toward greed. As 
if.

DISNEY’S A CHRISTMAS CAROL

The initial “gee, whillikers” reaction to Zemeckis’ 
motion-capture rendition of the Dickens classic eventu- 
ally turns to “bah, humbug” as the film’s technological 
novelty gives way to narrative mundanity. So absent 
is any emotional content that it’s as though Dickens’ 
ultimate cautionary tale is a mere afterthought onto 
which Zemeckis can drape his live-action/computer- 
animated visual hybrid that he has now used on his 
third sequential movie (following Beowulf and The Polar 
Express). Scrooge (Carrey) is still the same miserly old 
coot we know him to be, but instead of the transforma- 
tive effect of Scrooge’s glimpses into his past, present, 
and future, this film emphasizes the phantasmic ele- 
ments of the ghosts and the pliable mechanics they 
use to show Scrooge such privileged viewpoints of 
his life.

Certainly the source material appears, at first 
glance, far afield of Anderson’s usual lens-finder.

Much like its title protagonist Precious - a sexually, 
emotionally, and physically abused 16-year-old African- 
American girl who is functionally illiterate, morbidly 
obese, and pregnant with her second child fathered by 
her own father - this film is a rough-hewn entity with 
unlikely odds for success. Yet both the character and 
the movie overcome their handicaps to become the 
kind of success stories that the American mythmak- 
ing machinery loves to love.

Life is simple in Emmerich’s films. Confronted with 
unprecedented perils, the characters in his disaster 
epics manage to reaffirm their broken loves, make 
amends for slipshod parenting, and, most impressively, 
outrun fireballs and certain death with their hides 
and wits intact. Emmerich takes the disaster-movie 
genre to its logical conclusion in 2012, obliterating 
or reconfiguring vast swaths of the planet’s surface 
(solar storms boil the Earth’s core; tectonic havoc 
ensues) and providing a 158-minute thrill ride that 
zips by like the real thing. Over the duration, there are 
homages (or lifts) to apocalyptic exercises of decades 
past (particularly When Worlds Collide) and plenty of 
cheeky references to Emmerich’s own resume. 2012 
is PTSD - Popcorn Thrills and Sappy meloDrama - 
supersized to counter current real-world terrors, and it 
is, by turns, thrilling, ridiculous (the script, by Emmerich 
and longtime co-writer Harald Kloser, is riddled with 
howlingly goofy lines and seriously improbable deus- 
ex-machina moments), and just plain big, dumb fun.

WHERE THE WILD

This is a freewheeling but tonally and aestheti- 
cally true adaptation of Maurice Sendak’s 1963 
children’s book. Jonze, in collaboration with co- 
screenwriter Dave Eggers, seems to have tapped 
every primal feeling along the spectrum - joy, grief, 
rage, a relish for mayhem - and put it onscreen for 
our viewing pleasure. And a pleasure it is - the rare 
children’s film that isn’t coded for adults or made 
corny and flip for kids. Working with Jim Henson’s 
Creature Shop and adapting quite literally Sendak’s 
original etchings, Jonze has put to film what gen- 
erations of children have only dreamed about: 
the nearness and dearness of Sendak’s woolly 
beasts. One of the many delights of the film is in 
how physical it is (somebody is always pummel ing 
somebody else and then following the beating with 
a bruising bear hug). There are minor grievances 
with the film, all technical, but they frankly feel 
inconsequential when put next to the film’s overall 
effect.

Storywise, there’s 
precious little going on here that we haven’t seen 
before, but Rhett Reese and Paul Wernick’s archly 
hip and often downright hilarious script, combined 
with a quartet of seamless performances and 
enough cranial destruction to sate even the most 
diehard Fangoria reader, makes for one hell of a 
wild ride.

WHAT CAUSED

Otherwise, he’ll think I’m 
not manly. Please help. - Brian 

TOM; Well, you might want to stop wearing those 
flowered sundresses on New Year’s Eve, Brian. That’ll 
go a long way toward winning him over. 

RAY; I’m wondering if it could be the manifold gas- 
ket that blew rather than the manifold itself? I’ve never 
seen a manifold actually blow off an engine (although 
I’d like to!), but I can give you a semi-intelligent 
explanation for a blown manifold gasket - which is a 
rubberized “seal” that goes between the manifold and 
the engine. 

TOM; If the manifold gasket was already cracked or 
breached somehow, that would have allowed extra air 
to be sucked into one or more of the cylinders, creating 
what we call a “lean condition” - that is, too much air, 
not enough gas. 

RAY; My brother usually has too much gas, but 
that’s a discussion for another day. 

TOM: A lean condition also can be caused by a 
faulty fuel injector or a misfiring coil. But whatever 
the cause, a lean condition can lead to a backfire, 
which is an explosion in a cylinder that happens 
when it’s not supposed to - when the valves are open 
instead of closed. 

RAY; And a backfire can go in one of two directions: 
It can either go through an open exhaust valve and 
come out the tailpipe, or it can go through an open 
intake valve and come out the air intake - which is 
what happened on your car, Brian. 

TOM: The backfire is most often recognized by 
the loud “ka-boom” it makes, and, occasionally, by 
the pieces of your former manifold or exhaust system 
clanging down the road behind you. 

RAY: My guess is that a backfire blew out what was 
left of your already compromised manifold gasket. 
That’s what made the car run rough. 

TOM: If it really was the manifold itself that blew 
off, it would have to have been a heck of a backfire - 
like the ones they use in the “William Tell Overture.” 
Or the manifold would have to have been cracked or 
loose before the backfire occurred. 

RAY: In either case, now that you’ve replaced the 
gasket and resecured the manifold, you’ve probably 
also solved the backfire problem. So my guess is that 
you’re good to go, Brian. 

TOM: But if the car backfires again, you can impress 
your father-in-law by asking him what else - other than 
a crack in the intake manifold or manifold gasket - can 
cause a lean condition in an ’01 Sable Wagon. Then 
just nod your head as he goes through the list and say, 
“Yeah, that’s what I was thinking, too.”

They 
needed a flashy marketing 
campaign to keep that kind of 
buzz afloat: lots of ostentatious 
bling, fly vestments, and lots of 
lights. Everybody likes lights, 
right? Well, unless they’re 
being burned as a witch or 
branded with hot pokers. Yes, 
Christianity has had at least a 
few milli on low points over the 
last 2,000 years, but it’s also 
done quite a few good things too. There are just too many children in impoverished 
Third World countries running around in ironic American T-shirts to argue other- 
wise. Even still, not everyone is on board the Jesus Bus. For some, Christmas lights 
are just an external manifestation of the oppression of Western imperialism. That’s 
not too far of a stretch .You wouldn’t ask someone who was waterboarded at Gitmo 
to go water skiing, would you? Of course not. Fortunately, there aren’t many people 
left in our little comer of the world who have a psychotic aversion to ostentatious 
lighting displays. For the most part, they’re just a sparkly way to further accelerate 
global warming, but otherwise they’re mostly harmless. That’s because sometime 
around the turn of the last century the bulb replaced the candle as the primary 
means of Christmas tree illumination. One can assume it really put the kibosh on 
the holiday bum ward business . . . until the invention of flammable polyester paja- 
mas. Really . . . who knew toddlers would get too close to open flames? So yes, there 
are probably a few people out there who are terrorized by Christmas lights through 
no fault of their own (note to acid droppers: You buy the ticket, you take the ride), 
but by and large people dig them - so the more, the better. We can always build 
more windmills. Plus, you wouldn’t want to deny all those 10-year-old boys in the 
neighborhood something to shoot at with their BB guns, would you? Hells no! That 
would upset the cosmic equilibrium, or at least the ongoing symbiosis between the 
creators and the consumers. This time of year it always seems like there is a surfeit 
of consumers, but in reality the creators kick it up a notch as well. For instance, 
through Christmas Eve, more than 100 local artists will be peddling their wares 
at the Blue Genie Art Bazaar at the Monarch Event Center. This isn’t just another 
holiday crafts show to ignore; it’s an especially good one. You’ll be doing yourself a 
favor by attending. If their stuff doesn’t get bought, they may very well be applying 
for your job next year, and the only other thing you probably know how to do well 
is shoot out Christmas lights with a BB gun.
